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Control  of  New  Drugs 

PLEA  TO  MINISTER  TO  PROTECT  THE  PUBLIC 

THE  precautions  taken  to  protect  the  public  from  the  marketing  of 
new  drugs  which  might  be  likely  to  cause  harm  if  used  without  proper 
safeguards  were  the  subject  of  a  question  which  Mrs.  H.  Slater  asked 
the  Home  Secretary  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  February  6. 

Mr.  D.  Renton  (Parliamentary  Secre- 


tary) said  that  there  were  special  pro- 
visions for  the  control  of  drugs  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  or  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act.  As  regards  other  drugs, 
before  placing  new  substances  on  the 
market  manufacturers  took  every  pre- 
caution, if  necessary  by  laboratory  tests 
and  clinical  trials,  to  ensure  that  they 
were  not  harmful.  In  appropriate  cases 
where  it  was  found,  either  before  a 
drug  had  been  marketed  or  afterwards, 
that  it  might  have  harmful  effects,  the 
Poisons  Board  were  asked  to  consider 
whether  it  should  be  controlled  as  a 
poison.  Mrs.  Slater  asked  if  Mr.  Renton 
was  aware  that  there  was  vast  and 
growing  concern  at  the  amount  of 
drugs  which  were  now  being  put  on 
the  open  market  and  which  could  thus 
be  bought  quite  freely.  "  Are  you 
aware  that  there  have  been  several 
cases  of  people  who  have  suffered 
very  badly,  some  have  landed  in  men- 
tal homes  and  some  have  even  died,  as 
a  result  of  the  free  sale  of  these 
drugs?  Is  it  not  time  that  these  drugs 
were  referred  to  the  Poisons  Board 
before  being  put  on  the  open  market?  " 

Mr.  Renton  said  that  if  Mrs.  Slater 
was  referring  to  what  were  known 
as  new  drugs,  it  was  a  matter 
for  the  Minister  of  Health.  A 
great  many  of  the  well-known  and 
established  substances  were  perfectly 
harmless  when  taken  in  moderate 
quantities  and  could  become  dangerous 
only  when  taken  in  excess.  There 
would  be  no  point  in  making  such  sub- 
stances into  poisons  from  the  technical 
point  of  view.  It  was  for  the  Poisons 
Board  to  use  its  initiative  in  that 
matter.  Mr.  R.  J.  Mellish  said  that 
there  was  a  drug  on  the  market  about 
which  some  authorities  had  already 
written  direct  to  the  Poisons  Board 
with  no  success,  and  about  which  he. 
too,  had  written,  proving  that  in  a 
number  of  instances  it  had  caused 
death.  Surely  that  matter  should  be 
looked  at  again.  Mrs.  Slater  said  that 
if  Mr.  Renton  cared  to  look  up  Home 
Department  files  and  to  check  with  the 
Minister  of  Health  he  would  find  that 
she,  too,  had  been  writing  for  a  long 
time  about  the  very  same  drug.  Was  it 
not  true  that  in  1957  the  Home  Secre- 
tary promised  that  he  would  take  the 
question  of  that  drug  into  considera- 


tion and  that  nothing  had  been  done 
since.  Would  consideration  be  given  to 
it?  Mrs.  Slater  asked  when  it  was  ex- 
pected that  the  Poisons  Board  was 
likely  to  report  on  the  question  of 
drugs  which  might  not  be  poisons  but 
were  liable  to  produce  harmful  effects 
if  taken  in  excess.  Mr.  Renton  said  he 
could  not  yet  say  when  the  report 
would  be  ready.  Mrs.  Slater  asked  for 
some  definite  information  as  to  how 
long  the  report  was  likely  to  take,  as 
not  only  the  general  public  but  the 
doctors  themselves  were  concerned. 
Mr.  Renton  concluded  that  it  was  a 
very  difficult  and  complicated  scientific 
question,  and  the  Board  must  be  given 
time  to  work  out  its  answer. 

Conference  Papers 

PROCEDURAL  CHANGES  ANNOUNCED 

CHANGES  in  the  procedure  for  sub- 
mitting science  papers  at  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  are  an- 
nounced for  the  Llandudno  meeting  in 
September  by  the  general  secretaries 


(Messrs.  H.  G.  Rolfe  and  E.  F. 
Hersant).  The  Conference  Executive  is 
offering  authors  the  alternatives  of  sub- 
mitting science  papers  in  one  of  two 
forms:  either  (a)  the  familiar  complete 
paper  of  suggested  4,000  words  maxi- 
mum, or  (b)  a  communication  of  not 
longer  (but  permissibly  less)  than  1,000 
words  (or  two  pages  of  the  Journal  of 
Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology  when 
complete  with  title,  references,  tables 
and  figures).  The  same  standards  are 
to  be  applied  to  both  types  of  papers 
in  assessing  their  suitability  for  accep- 
tance. Papers  of  either  type  are  invited 
from  research  workers  on  subjects  of 
pharmaceutical  interest  and  the  title  of 
the  paper  should  be  notified  as  soon  as 
possible.  In  order  that  galley  proofs  of 
each  paper  may  be  available  as  usual 
before  the  meetings  manuscripts  should 
be  submitted  not  later  than  June  1.  As 
the  success  of  the  discussions  at  the 
Science  Sessions  depends  on  prior  cir- 
culation of  those  copies  no  manuscripts 
of  either  type  of  paper  received  after 
that  date  are  being  considered.  All 
papers  accepted  for  the  Conference  are 
being  published  in  the  Journal  of  Phar- 
macy and  Pharmacology,  together  with 
a  summary  of  the  discussion  on  them. 
Publication  of  "  short  communications  " 
does  not  debar  the  submission  of  a  sub- 
sequent full-length  paper  for  later  pub- 
lication in  the  Journal  of  Pharmacy  and 
Pharmacology.  Authors  of  contributions 
accepted  for  the  Conference,  and  later 
published,  are  entitled  to  a  limited  num- 
ber   of    reprints.    Both    "  complete "

The  statement  should  not 
be  a  summary  of  the  work  done,  but 
should  draw  attention  to  points  of 
special  interest  or  significance  in  the 
paper  and,  if  appropriate,  give  the  rea- 
sons prompting  the  research.  Diagrams 
and  tables  should  not  be  included  in 
the  statement.

Statutory  Committee 

AN  ADJOURNED  INQUIRY 

THE  managing  director  of  a  Leicester- 
shire company  who  was  not  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  said  at  an  inquiry 
held  by  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the 


Pharmaceutical  Society  on  February  5 
that  he  had  been  "  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  pharmacy  "  since  he  was  nine. 
At  that  age  he  had  been  a  message 
boy  in  a  chemist's  shop.  The  company 
had  been  convicted  on  November  21, 
1957,  of  six  offences  under  section  18 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933.  Four  involved  the  dispensing  of 
prescriptions  which  contained  Part  I 
poisons  and  two  charges  were  in  respect 
of  retail  sales,  all  of  which  offences 
were  committed  when  there  was  no 
registered  pharmacist  present  at  the 
premises.  The  Chairman  said  that  there 
was  present  at  the  shop  at  the  time  of 
the  sales  a  lady  who  had  passed  her 
examinations  but  had  to  complete  a 
year's  practical  experience  at  approved 
premises.  The  company  had  a  registered 
superintendent  who  visited  the  premises 
daily  but  only  for  a  short  time  each 
day.  The  superintendent  was,  in  fact, 
employed  only  part-time  and  the  com- 
pany were  virtually  carrying  on  a  phar- 
macy by  means  of  an  unqualified  lady. 
In  evidence  it  was  revealed  that  the 
company  had  no  director  who  was  a 
pharmacist  and  could  not,  therefore,  be 
described  as  chemists.  The  Chairman 
stated  that  the  committee,  in  arriving 
at  their  decision,  would  not  take  into 
account  any  other  matter  of  conviction 
or  misconduct  than  that  referred  to  in 
the  notice  of  inquiry.  Giving  the  direc- 
tion of  the  committee  that  the  inquiry 
should  be  adjourned  for  two  years, 
the  Chairman  said  that  the  company 
had  run  the  risk  of  disqualification. 
The  Committee  had  decided,  however, 
to  give  the  company  an  opportunity  of 
showing  that  it  appreciated  that  certain 
statutory  provisions  had  to  be  obeyed. 
A  new  registered  superintendent,  it  was 
reported,  had  been  appointed. 

Penicillin  Tablets 

DISPENSING  INSTRUCTION  ISSUED 

INSTRUCTIONS  have  now  been  issued 
by  Executive  Councils  giving  a  tempor- 
ary option  for  dispensers  from  Febru- 
ary 1  in  connection  with  the  supply  of 
oral  penicillin  tablets  (see  C.  &  D., 
January  18,  p.  55).  Pharmacists  should 
therefore  note  that,  until  further  notice, 
prescriptions  on  form  EC10  for  phen- 
oxymethylpenicillin  tablets.  B.N.F., 
may  be  dispensed  as  follows :  — 

(i)  An  equal  number  of  tablets  of  120 
or  240  mgm.  strength  may  be  dispensed 
where  the  prescription  specifies  125  or  250 
mg.  (ii)  An  equal  number  of  tablets  of 
125  or  250  mgm.  strength  may  be  dispensed 
where  the  prescription  specifies  120  or  240 
mgm.  (iii)  An  equal  number  of  tablets  of 
125  mgm.  strength  may  be  dispensed,  in 
place  of  the  120  mgm.  tablets  stated  in  the 
British  National  Formulary  where  the  pre- 
scription does  not  specify  a  strength.  (If  the 
number  of  tablets  also  it  not  stated,  twelve 
should  be  dispensed  as  required  by  the 
British  National  Formulary.)  The  same 
procedure  may  also  be  followed  in  dis- 
pensing prescriptions  for  proprietary  brands 
of  the  tablets,  provided  the  brand  specified 
in  the  prescription  is  supplied.  Where  a 
pharmacist  has  supplied  a  different  strength 
from  that  ordered,  to  the  extent  described 
in  (t)  to  (iii)  above,  he  should  endorse  the 
prescription  with  the  strength  supplied  so 
that  the  appropriate  adjustment  may  be 
made  when  it  is  priced. 


Supplementary  Estimates 

INFLUENZA  INFLUENCES  COSTS 

A  SUPPLEMENTARY  Estimate  for 
the  year  ending  March  31,  1958,  shows 
that  the  extra  amount  required  for  the 
Health  Service  is  just  under  £9  millions 
of  which  about  half  is  for  the  hospitals. 
Pharmaceutical  services  in  England 
need  an  additional  £1.635.000,  bringing 
the  total  to  £50.222,000  for  the  year. 
Welsh  pharmaceutical  services  require 
£135,000  (total  £3,877.000)  while  the  ad- 
ditional figure  required  for  Scotland  is 
£754,000  (£6,240.000).  Need  for  the  in- 
creased sums  for  the  pharmaceutical 
service  is  attributed  to  the  rise  in  the 
influenza  epidemic  in  the  autumn  of 
1957.  More  than  £350,000  is  required 
for  further  purchases  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  made  possible  by  the  Govern- 
ment's decision  to  obtain  supplies  from 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  The  total 
expenditure  on  that  vaccine  during  the 
full  year  is  expected  to  be  over 
£1.500.000.  On  the  vote  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  another  £400,000  is  required 
for  the  welfare  foods  scheme.  An  extra 
£1.150,000  needed  for  the  national  milk 
scheme  has  been  partly  offset  by  a  net 
saving  of  about  £400,000  in  the  supply 
of  national  dried  milk,  the  demand  for 
which  fell  when  the  price  was  raised  from 
lOjd.  to  2s.  4d.  a  tin  in  April  1957. 

Key  Industry  Duty 

CHEMICALS  EXEMPTED  AND  DELETED 

THE  Treasury  has  made  an  Order 
(published  as  S.I.,  1958,  No.  204),  ex- 
empting phthalic  anhydride  from  Key 
Industry  Duty  until  May  18  and  continu- 
ing until  August  18  the  exemption  from 
K.I.D.  of  all  other  articles  exempted 
from  that  duty  by  previous  Orders 
which  expire  on  February  18,  with  the 
following  additions  and  deletions:  — 

Additions  —  Calcium  D-pantothenate; 
cyanuric  acid ;  decyl  alcohol  of  which  not 
less  than  90  per  cent,  by  volume  distils 
below  228'  C.  at  normal  pressure;  2:6- 
diamino-3-phenylazopyridinium  chloride: 
2 : 2-dimethylpropane-l :  3-diol  methylhy- 
droxyethylcellulose  of  which  not  less  than 
90  per  cent,  by  weight  passes  a  sieve  having 
a  nominal  mesh  number  of  30  and  is  re- 
tained by  a  sieve  having  a  nominal  mesh 
number  of  40,  both  of  which  conform  to 
British  Standard  410:1943;  methyl  N-n- 
ocladecylterephthalamate;  sodium  D-pan- 
tothenate: and  sodium  /jopropyl  xanthate. 

Deletions — />Cresol ;  diphenyl ;  diphenyl 
ether;  ethylene  glycol  diabietate;  methyli- 
onone  containing  not  less  than  60  per  cent, 
and  not  more  than  80  per  cent,  by  weight 
of  cwiomelhylionone;  phenoxymethylpeni- 
cillin;  potassium  carbonate;  sebacic  acid; 
sodium  peroxide;  /ramstilbene;  2-thioura- 
cil ;  and  2 : 4-xylenol. 

Pharmaceutical  Costs 

INTERIM  RECOMMENDATIONS  INVITED 

A  SPECIAL  report  from  the  Commit- 
tee of  Public  Accounts,  session  1957— 
58,  published  recently,  comments 
that  the  two  committees,  set  up 
in  June  1957  to  inquire  into  the  cast 
of  prescribing,  are  making  good  pro- 
gress in  collecting  evidence  and  have 
been  invited  to  make  interim  recom- 
mendations if  they  "  feel  that  they  can 
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usefully  do  so."  On  the  question  of 
prices  of  proprietary  preparations  the 
observations  made  are  "  that  the  re- 
sults of  interim  tests  indicate  that  the 
final  estimate  of  the  saving  to  be  real- 
ised is  likely  to  fall  well  short  of  the 
maximum  sum  of  £|  million  per  annum 
reported  to  the  Committee.  If  further 
tests  confirm  this  preliminary  finding, 
the  reasons  for  the  difference  between 
actual  and  estimated  results  will  be 
closely  studied,  together  with  other 
material  which  is  being  collected  in  the 
course  of  administration  of  the  scheme, 
with  a  view  to  determining  whether  the 
present  agreement  should  be  revised  in 
due  course."  The  report  is  obtainable 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  Is. 

Prescription  Refund 

COUNTER  CARD  REMINDER 

A  COUNTER  card,  informing  the  pub- 
lic that  if  a  receipt  is  required  for  pre- 
scription charges  it  should  be  asked  for 
at  the  time  of  payment,  is  being  issued 
to  chemist  contractors  and  dispensing 
doctors  by  Executive  Councils  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales.  The  issue  of  the  card 
follows  consultations  between  the  Min- 
istry of  Health,  the  Central  National 
Health  Service  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  and  the  British  Medical 
Association. 

I.L.O.  Geneva  Meeting 

CHEMICAL  INDUSTRIES  COMMITTEE 

INDUSTRIAL  relations  in  the  chemi- 
cal industries  and  the  protection  of 
workers  against  occupational  diseases 
and  poisoning  are  two  of  the  subjects 
being  considered  at  the  fifth  session  of 
the  Chemical  Industries  Committee  of 
the  International  Labour  Organisation 
which  opened  in  Geneva  on  February 
10  and  is  expected  to  continue  until 
February  21.  Recent  events  and  de- 
velopments in  the  chemical  industries 
are  also  on  the  agenda  for  discussion.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Economy  and  Economics 

In  these  days  when  the  need  for  economy  in  all  things  is  being  con- 
stantly stressed,  your  readers  will  be  grateful  that  you  have  found  space 
to  publish  extracts  from  the  report  on  the  Civil  Appropriation  Accounts, 
1956-57.  At  £1  each  one  does  not  find  it  difficult  to  curb  the  itch  to  buy  a 
copy,  and  if,  as  we  are  told,  there  is  a  virtue  in  saving  money  rather  than 
in  spending  it,  many  of  your  subscribers  have  been  rendered  virtuous 
by  your  thoughtful  action  in  publishing  a  resume  (p.  144).  One  or  two 
matters  raised  by  Sir  Frank  Tribe  give  food  for  thought.  It  has  been  an 
accepted  principle  in  business  that  the  customer  who  buys  on  a  large 
scale  reaps  the  benefit  in  the  shape  of  lower  prices.  The  principle  operates 
at  all  levels — manufacturing,  wholesaling  and  retailing — for  it  is  obvious 
that  less  labour  (and  consequently  less  cost)  is  involved  in  the  selling  of 
one  7-lb  lot  as  compared  with  seven  1-Ib  lots  on  seven  separate  occasions. 
It  follows,  then,  that  those  who  buy  biggest,  buy  on  the  best  terms.  Such 
a  situation  calls  for  criticism  from  Sir  Frank,  who  comments  that  chem- 
ists who  buy  standard  drugs  and  non-proprietary  preparations  "  at  advan- 
tageous rates  "  might  make  a  profit  from  reimbursement  at  Drug  Tariff 
rates.  That  seems  a  reasonable  assumption,  and  the  profitability  will  bear 
a  relation  to  the  quantities  purchased.  That  Sir  Frank  has  drawn  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  suggests  disapproval  of  what  has  been  accepted  practice 
for  a  very  long  time.  But  does  Sir  Frank  in  fact  disapprove  of  the  big 
buyer  buying  at  advantageous  rates?  The  report  does  not  provide  the 
answer,  for  in  dealing  with  the  supply  of  what  is  described  as  a  "  com- 
paratively new  hormone  preparation,"  quantities  totalling  in  value  £700,000 
purchased  for  the  hospitals  showed  "  contract  prices  which  were  appar- 
ently the  same  as  ordinary  list  prices  paid  by  chemists.'"  Sir  Frank  seems 
to  be  of  the  opinion  that  such  quantities  merited  advantageous  rates. 

Competition  or  Accord  ? 

It  is  the  duty  of  Sir  Frank  Tribe  as  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General 
to  ask  questions  that  will  help  to  ensure  that  public  money  is  properly 
spent.  It  is  natural,  therefore,  that  when  he  finds  identical  prices  quoted 
for  the  same  items  from  a  number  of  firms,  he  should  ask  the  Ministry 
of  Health  what  evidence  they  had  that  the  prices  paid  were  no  more  than 
was  fair  or  reasonable.  The  Ministry  replied  by  stating  that  the  contract 
prices  had  been  fixed  following  open  competitive  tendering,  and  the 
similarity  between  many  of  them  seemed  to  derive  from  competition 
rather  than  lack  of  it.  But  there  are  other  facets  of  competition  which  are 
less  reassuring.  The  report  of  a  Study  Group  of  the  World  Health  Organ- 
isation, reported  on  p.  145  under  the  heading  of  "  Specifications  for 
Prepared  Drugs,"  should  occasion  disquiet  and  a  questioning  of  the  pro- 
priety of  keen  competition  in  certain  directions.  The  Group  notes  that  a 
few  hundred  new  medicinal  substances  are  introduced  every  year,  and  that 
so  large  a  number  present  hazards  to  public  health.  "  especially  as  the 
time  that  might  elapse  between  the  production  of  a  new  substance  and 
its  use  in  therapeutics  might  be  relatively  short." 

A  Serious  Situation 

By  "  relatively  short "  the  Group  means  that  new  drugs  are  in  use 
within  the  short  period  of  six  months  as  compared  with  an  interval  of 
trial  of  five  to  ten  years  which  obtained  twenty  years  ago.  "  Keen  com- 
petition "  the  report  goes  on.  "  forced  manufacturers  to  produce  new 
pharmaceutical  specialities  at  frequent  intervals."  But  the  most  serious 
charge — and  it  is  a  very  serious  one — is  that  the  Group  recognised  that 
ordinarily  a  manufacturer  could  not  supply  complete  data  of  a  new  pro- 
duct without  placing  himself  in  an  unfavourable  position  in  relation  to 
his  competitors.  That  keen  competition  may  be  necessary  for  progress  is 
a  belief  widely  held,  but  that  public  health  should  be  hazarded  in  the 
struggle  for  commercial  supremacy  is  surely  a  condemnation  of  the  pre- 
sent situation;  and  the  Study  Group,  widely  representative,  is  clearly 
concerned.

On  a  trip 
to  Pearl  River,  Miss  McGuinness  saw 
many  interesting  facets  of  pharmaceu- 
tical manufacturing  by  Lederle,  includ- 
ing a  tour  of  a  vast  factory  in  which 
all  the  latest  production  methods  and 
equipment  were  employed.  Lederle's 
site  at  Pearl  River,  about  fifteen  miles 
from  New  York,  covers  600  acres. 
Several  of  the  drug  stores  she  visited 
in  New  York  and  Chicago  were  more 
like  general  stores  and  the  pharmaceu- 
tical departments  were  the  smallest  in 
the ,  stores,  and  had  little  evidence  of 
compounding  or  dispensing  activities. 
All  around  assistants  were  selling  ice 
cream,  nylons,  sweets,  leather  goods, 
pots  and  pans,  etc.  In  Chicago  she  did 
see  a  few  more  ethical  pharmacies  and 
she  was  told  there  were  some  ethical 
pharmacies  in  New  York.  Miss 
McGuinness  confesses  she  prefers  Irish 
pharmacy.  Miss  McGuinness  found 
time  to  visit  a  relative  in  hospital  in 
Chicago.  The  matron  of  the  hospital 
offered  a  post  on  the  hospital  staff 
because  there  is  a  shortage  of 
pharmacists  in  the  United  States. 
However,  she  preferred  to  return 
to  Ireland.  "All  told,"  commented 
Miss  McGuinness,  "it  was  a  wonder- 
ful experience  to  have  seen  so  much  of 
'  big  '  pharmacy  in  the  United  States."

Ulster  Chemists 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE 

THE  executive  committee  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association,  after  further 
considering  a  member's  request,  have 
decided  that  the  time  is  not  yet  oppor- 
tune to  introduce  a  general  Saturday 
half-day  holiday  in  pharmacies.

Members  observed 
a  brief  silence.  Mr.  R.  L.  Clarke,  Port- 
rush,  and  Mr.  H.  Donaghey,  Bally- 
mena,  were  co-opted  to  the  executive 
committee  to  succeed  respectively  Mr. 
H.  G.  Campbell  (now  a  trustee)  and 
Mr.  W.  S.  Hall,  who  recently  resigned. 
The  secretary  reported  that  Mr.  C.  L. 


Gordon-Rattie  had  recently  been  ap- 
pointed local  honorary  secretary  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. 

The  following  were  elected  to  mem- 
bership:— Messrs.  M.  Moorhead,  119 
Grosvenor  Road,  Belfast,  and  I.  D. 
McKee,  successor  to  Mr.  M.  Hodes,  86

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NEW  STATUS 

Deficiency  linked 

INTEREST  in  the  once  moribund 
vitamin  F  had  enjoyed  a  remarkable 
revival,  Dr.  M.  Pyke  told  members  of 
the  Scottish  Department  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  at  the  second  meet- 
ing of  the  session  in  Edinburgh  on 
January  15.  From  being  an  obscure 
biochemical  hypothesis  of  possible  in- 
terest in  the  treatment  of  eczema  in 
infants,  it  had  become  a  substance  for 
which  claims  were  being  made  in  the 
field  of  serious  diseases  of  major  medi- 
cal import  —  atherosclerosis,  coronary 
and  cerebral  thrombosis,  cancer,  and  a 
group  of  conditions  concerned  with 
phospholipid  metabolism,  including 
seborrhoeic  eczema,  peptic  ulcer  and 
disseminated  sclerosis.  Those  claims  put 
forward  by  Dr.  H.  Sinclair  in  April 
1956  could  not  be  ignored. 

Modern  Diet  Deficiencies 

Dr.  Sinclair  suggested  that  his  thesis 
might  be  correct  and  that  there  was 
reasonable  evidence  to  suggest  that  the 
diets  of  modern  urban  communities 
were  possibly  deficient  in  vitamin  F, 
that  they  might  become  more  so  and 
that  it  would  not  be  very  difficult  to 
reverse  the  trend.  The  attack  on  the 
current  use  of  hard  fats,  many  made 
by  hydrogenation,  was  that  essential 
unsaturated  fatty  acids — vitamin  F — 
were  destroyed  and  were  thus  lacking 
in  the  diet.  Arguing  from  the  effects 
of  vitamin  F-deficiency  in  monkeys  and 
rats,  Dr.  Sinclair  surmised  that  in  man 
also  a  shortage  of  arachidonic  acid  in 
the  diet  would  lead  to  deposition  of 
cholesterol  in  the  tissues,  a  combination 
of  that  cholesterol  with  what  he  called 
"  unnatural  "  saturated  fatty  acids  and 
an  incidence  of  those  effects  greater  in 
men  than  in  women.  Besides  accentuat- 
ing the  tendency  to  atherosclerosis, 
vitamin  F  malnutrition,  Dr.  Sinclair 
argued,  would  make  people  more  sus- 
ceptible to  cancer. 

Yet  there  was  no  certain  evidence 
that  vitamin  F-deficiency  in  human 
adults  was  a  condition  that  existed  at 
all.  That  was  because  the  key  informa- 
tion of  analytical  figures  showing  in 
precise  quantitative  terms  how  much 
vitamin  F  (or  active  unsaturated  fatty 
acid)  there  was  in  diets  actually  eaten, 
was  lacking.  It  had  been  deduced  that 
the  average  consumption  of  linoleic  acid 
in  Great  Britain  in  1939  was  5  gm.  a  day. 
By  1952  the  estimated  intake  was  3  gm. 
a  day.  Arachidonic  acid  was  in  1939 
eaten  at  the  estimated  average  of  0'8  gm. 
compared  with  0'3  gm.  in  1952.  Total 
vitamin  F-active  fatty  acids  in  human 
milk  represented  approximately  133 
gm.  per  2,500  calories  and  that  com- 
pared with  a  dose  of  16"5  gm.  of  active 
unsaturated  fatty  acids  per  2,500  calor- 
ies as  being  necessary  to  prevent  a  rise 
in  blood  cholesterol  in  rats  given  an 
experimental  deficient  diet.  If  it  were 
possible  to  equate  the  requirements  of 
man  with  those  of  ra^s  the  estimate  of 
1952  that  the  British  diet  only  supplied 
3'2  gm.  of  essential  fatty  acids  would 
be  alarnvng. 

The  most  direct  experimental  evi- 
dence had  been  that  of  a  group  of 
South  African  workers  who  measured 
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with  serious  disease 

the  serum  cholesterol  levels  of  a  group 
of  people,  Bantus  and  Europeans,  some 
with  coronary  heart  disease  and  some 
without,  when  fed  over  a  period  of  five 
to  eight  weeks  on  a  uniform  diet  to 
which  different  kinds  of  fat  were  added. 
The  type  of  result  obtained  was  that 
one  man  would  be  found  to  have  a 
serum  cholesterol  level  of  170  to  210 
mgm.  per  100  ml.  on  the  standard  ex- 
perimental diet.  When  100  gm.  a  day 
of  sunflower-seed  oil  rich  in  vitamin 
F-activity  was  given,  that  level  fell  in 
seven  days  to  140  mgm.  per  100  mil. 
After  a  further  twelve  days  without  the 
sunflower-seed  oil,  the  cholesterol  rose 
again  to  170  mgm.  per  100  mil. 
Another  week  with  a  100  gm.  supple- 
ment of  arachis  oil  brought  it  down 
to  150  to  160  mgm.,  and  yet  another 
five  days  without  supplement  saw  it 
rise  to  170  mgm.  again.  Finally,  50  to 
80  gm.  of  the  unsaturated  fatty  acid 
fraction  prepared  from  sunflower-seed 
oil  brought  a  final  fall  to  150  mgm. 
In  another  experiment  on  a  Bantu  man, 
a  diet  containing  ten  boiled  eggs  a  day 
produced  a  blood  cholesterol  level  fluc- 
tuating between  135  and  160  mgm.  per 
100  mil.  When  the  ten  boiled  eggs  were 
changed  to  ten  scrambled  or  fried  in 
sunflower-seed  oil,  the  cholesterol  level 
varied  between  130  and  135  mgm.  per 
100  mil. 

Dr.  Sinclair's  theories  had  created  so 
violent  a  re-thinking  about  essential  un- 
saturated fatty  acids — as  they  must  now 
call  vitamin  F — because  they  were  at 
once  so  plausible  and  so  weakly  sup- 
ported by  direct  evidence.  There  the 
situation  rested.  Dr.  Sinclair,  supported 
by  Dr.  Kinsell  from  California,  main- 
tained that  vitamin  F-deficiency,  lead- 
ing to  a  menacing  rise  in  serum  choles- 


terol was  likely  to  be  a  hazard  to  health 
whenever  diets  of  modern  urban  com- 
munities were  eaten.  Professor  Keys 
and  his  colleagues  on  the  other  hand 
believed  that  the  total  fat  content  of 
the  diet  was  the  important  matter. 
Although  they  granted  that  certain  un- 
saturated fatty  acids  could  depress 
cholesterol,  their  effect  was  swamped 
by  the  opposing  effect  of  the  saturated 
fats  with  which  they  were  associated. 

The  day  might  come  when  pharma- 
cists would  be  called  upon  to  supply 
preparations  of  arachidonic  or  linoleic 
acid  for  the  treatment  of  atherosclero- 
sis, various  forms  of  dermatitis,  for  the 
treatment  of  cancer  or  for  the  long  list 
of  conditions  incriminated  by  Sinclair. 
At  present  all  that  could  be  done  was 
to  wait  while  researches  proceeded. 

Dr.  D.  McCall  asked  if  it  was  Dr. 
Pyke's  opinion  that  the  important  point 
was  the  total  amount  of  fat  in  the  diet. 
Dr.  Pyke  believed  that  the  balance  of 
the  evidence  pointed  that  way,  but 
proof  was  still  awaited.  He  thought  it 
would  be  of  value  to  pharmacists  to  be 
informed  of  the  relationship  of  the  diet 
of  the  country  and  the  kind  of  life 
being  led. 

Mr.  R.  Mackay  (Edinburgh)  asked 
if  any  work  had  been  done  on  the 
chloresterol  serum  of  Eskimos.  Dr. 
Pyke  said  that  Dr.  Sinclair  himself  quo- 
ted some  work  on  Eskimos  and  it  had 
been  discussed  by  scientific  workers. 
Eskimos,  however,  did  not  eat  so  much 
fat  as  they  did  formerly. 

Dr.  F.  R.  Smith,  Edinburgh,  said 
that  Dr.  A.  Nelson  (Department  of 
Botany,  Edinburgh  University)  had,  in 
advance  of  Dr.  Sinclair,  mentioned  in  a 
paper  the  possible  connection  between 
the  use  of  hard  fats  in  the  diet  and  the 
incidence  of  atherosclerosis  and  coron- 
ary thrombosis. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  (chairman,  Scottish 
Executive)  presided.

Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  said  that 
he  knew  of  that  vaccine  but  was 
advised  that  the  evidence  at  present 
available  was  not  sufficient  to  enable 
an  opinion  to  be  given  on  its  efficacy 
or  safety  in  treatment. 

Composite  Packs 

In  an  oral  answer  on  February  10 
Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  (Minister 
of  Health)  told  Mrs.  L.  Jeger  that 
composite  packs  now  available  under 
the  National  Health  Service  on  a  single 
prescription  payment  were :  atomiser, 
smo?  mask,  vapo-iser,  hypodermic 
syringe,  urine  sugar  analysis  set, 
colostomy  annaratus,  suprapubic  belt, 
douche  and  H'gginson's  enema  syringe.

ceutical  departments.  The  rates  of  pay 
of  pharmacists  in  mental  hospitals, 
other  than  chief  pharmacists,  were  the 
same  as  those  for  pharmacists  in  gen- 
eral hospitals.  The  rates  of  pay  of  the 
chief  pharmacists  varied  in  accordance 
with  a  points  scheme,  which  took  into 
account  the  size  and  type  of  hospital, 
and  was  agreed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council. 

Radiation  Poisoning 

Sir  W.  Wakefield  asked  the  Minis- 
ter of  Health,  as  representing  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Council,  in  view  of 
the  progress  in  the  United  States  of 
America  with  research  into  the  possi- 
bility of  production  of  a  drug  to  coun- 
teract poisoning  or  death  by  radiation 
in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  war  or  acci- 
dent, what  advance  had  been  made 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  that 
direction.  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
said  that  the  Medical  Research 
Council  had  for  some  ten  years  actively 
supported  work  on  substances  that 
might  protect  against  the  effect  of  ion- 
ising radiations.  Substantial  progress 
had  been  made  experimentally  but  the 
results  were  not  yet  applicable  to  the 
treatment  of  human  beings.

Fined  for  Embezzlement 

At  Maidenhead.  Berks,  magistrates' 
court,  recently,  James  William  Tegg, 
14  Sawyer  Crescent,  Wodlands  Park. 
Maidenhead,  who  at  a  previous  hear- 
ing had  been  found  guilty  of  embezz- 
ling sums  of  money  belonging  to  his 
former  employers,  Timothy  Whites  & 
Taylors,  Ltd.,  and  of  falsifying  accounts, 
was  brought  up  for  sentence.  The 
court's  probation  officer  said  he  had 
seen  Tegg's  employers  who  were  aware 
of  his  background  and  were  prepared  to 
continue  his  employment  because  he 
was  a  good  and  conscientious  worker. 
Tegg's  wages  were  £11  10s.  per  week, 
and  if  there  was  any  question  of  a  fine, 
the  firm  would  deduct  the  money  from 
his  wages  provided  the  accused  con- 
sented to  the  arrangement.  Tegg  was 
fined  £8  on  each  of  the  six  charges  and 
ordered  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  £1  per 
week.  He  was  also  placed  on  probation 
for  one  year. 

Valuation  Assessment  Reduced 

Mr.  E.  J.  White,  High  Street,  Wester- 
ham,  Kent,  appealed  against  a  pro- 
posed assessment  of  £180  gross,  £147 
net,  on  his  former  shop  at  the  local 


valuation  court  sitting  at  Sevenoaks  on 
January  27.  Mr.  White,  who  now 
carries  on  his  pharmacy  opposite  his 
former  shop,  asked  for  a  reduction  to

Describing  the  con- 
dition of  the  building  Mr.  White  said 
that  present  dilapidations  amounted  to 
well  over  £1.000.  which  would  fall  on 
him  as  tenant.  The  building  had  be- 
come largely  untenable  and  he  had 
been  unable  to  use  the  upper  portion 
for  the  last  four  or  five  years.  The 
court  decided  to  reduce  the  assessment 
to  £80  gross,  £64  net.

One  alternative  surface  (fine  lustre, 
semi-matt,  fine  stipple,  or  velvet)  may 
be  supplied  to  special  order.  In  a  dis- 
trict in  which  one  or  other  of  those 
surfaces  has  become  established  as  nor- 
mal, special  orders  to  be  placed  for 
glossy  if  required.  All  other  surfaces, 
base  tints  and  thicknesses,  and  selec- 
tive enlarging  (from  a  portion  of  a 
negative)  to  be  priced  as  enlargements. 

An  Improved  Flash  Camera. — Fitted 
with  a  flash-ignition  circuit  of  capaci- 
tor type  using  a  22|-volt  deaf-aid 
battery  that  may  be  expected  to  serve 
for  up  to  a  year,  the  new  model  Agi- 
flash  camera  is  indistinguishable  in 
appearance  from  its  predecessor,  intro- 
duced in  1954,  which  proved  a  firm 
favourite.  It  was  the  first  British-made 
box  camera  with  built-in  flash  equip- 
ment. The  battery  was  housed  along- 
side the  film  chamber  and  the  bulb 
holder  was  moulded  into  the  top  plate, 
which  also  had  a  socket  for  the  reflec- 
tor. The  camera  had  one  disadvantage 
— the  battery  chamber  was  designed  to 
hold  penlight  cells,  the  life  of  which  is 
unduly  short  for  flash-bulb  ignition. 


The  new  model  therefore  represents  a 
real  advance.  The  capacitor  system  en- 
sures that  the  priming  filament  of  the 
bulb  receives  an  effective  surge  of  cur- 
rent immediately,  whereas  in  the 
simpler  circuit  partially  exhausted  cells 
might  take  a  fraction  of  a  second  to 
heat  it  sufficiently  to  fire  the  bulb.  The 


Agiflash  makes  eight  exposures  on  127- 
size  film,  a  size  to  which  there  are 
signs  of  a  swing  back  in  favour,  at 
least  in  colour  photography.  With  a 
frame  size  of  413  x  63'5  mm.,  the 
camera  can  conveniently  be  cut  to  fit 
the  new  "  super  "  slide.  Speeds  of  colour 
films  are  now  such  that,  in  good  light. 
colour  transparencies  may  be  made  in 
simple  box  cameras.  If  blue  flash-bulbs 
are  used,  colour  snapshots  may  be 
made  indoors,  opening  up  a  wide  new 
avenue  of  business  to  the  dealer  who 
takes  the  trouble  to  let  his  customers 
know.  "  Super  "  slides  fit  standard  2x2 
projectors — another  field  for  profitable 
sales.  Other  improvements  incorporated 
in  the  new  Agiflash  are  a  redesigned 
shutter  synchronising  with  all  flash- 
bulbs, and  a  modified  film  roller  for 
easier  winding.

Prescribing  By  Numbers 

Sir, — What  a  lot  of  time  it  would 
save  busy  National  Health  Service  doc- 
tors if  they  could  order  their  B.N.F. 
prescriptions  by  number,  as  in  the 
Services.  It  would  make  for  speed, 
efficiency,  and  accuracy  and  would  also 
ensure  the  use  of  our  British  National 
Formulary  as  originally  intended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Only  when  and 
if  a  doctor  definitely  requires  a 
D.D.A.  preparation  or  some  new  pro- 
prietary product  should  he  write  a 
private  prescription,  then  giving  maker's 
name,  size,  strength  (in  case  of  tablets 
or  pills).

He  went  ulti- 
mately to  the  5 /6th  Royal  Scots  and  I 
to  the  16th  H.L.I,  in  the  same  (32nd) 
Division.  Willie  covered  himself  in 
glory  when,  on  our  right,  his  battalion 
was  "  murdered."  Fifteen  officers  were 
killed  and  only  one  2nd-Lieutenant  was 
left  to  command  his  battalion,  while 
150  other  ranks  were  killed  and  prac- 
tically every  other  rank  was  a  casualty. 
If  I  remember  rightly  only  sixty  came 
out  of  the  action.  Willie,  a  Lewis  gun- 
ner, received  the  Military  Medal.  My 
battalion  were  on  the  left  of  the  Royal 
Scots  and  seven  days  later  my  platoon 
was  sent  up  to  bury  the  Royal  Scots 
dead.

Unbalanced  Conclusions 

Sir, — You  have  given  publicity  to 
both  issues  of  the  new  consumer  guide 
Which.  The  second  issue  continues  to 
carry  remarks  indicative  of  a  serious 
lack  of  experience.  That  failure  to  do 
the  job  thoroughly  which  they  claim  to 
do  should  be  noted  in  our  professional 
circles.  It  seems  that  all  youngsters  have 
adolescence  problems,  but  here  we  have 
a  self-appointed  judge,  aged  two  issues, 
brandishing  unbalanced  conclusions  in 
the  hope  that  it  will  be  bait  to  increased 
circulation.    Two    examples  illustrate 


that  the  editorial  staff  of  Which  appre- 
ciate neither  the  market  nor  the  pro- 
ducts of  which  they  write.  First,  an 
implication  is  made  that  a  certain  brand 
of  aspirin,  which  incidentally,  so  far  as 
purchase  tax  regulations  and  a  trade 
mark  act  are  concerned,  is  unbranded, 
represents  value  for  money  which  is 
unlikely  to  be  matched.  How  false  that 
is  only  the  thousands  of  competing  pri- 
vate chemists  will  know.  They  offer 
similar  unbranded  packs  complying  with 
identical  standards  and  costing  no  more 
than  the  competitive  pack  recom- 
mended. My  second  point  illustrates  a 
quite  different  failing.  How  can  any  re- 
view of  stomach  powders  pretend  to  be 
authoritative  without  any  reference  to 
bismuth  salts — surely  renowned  for 
their  effective  antacid,  antiseptic,  muco- 
sal protective  properties?  I  can  only 
imagine  that,  unless  the  editorial  staff 
of  Which  becomes  more  competent 
quickly,  they  may  be  in  severe  need  of 
both  aspirins  and  stomach  powders.

The  Simple  Issue 

Sir, — As  we  have  some  measure  of  re- 
sponsibility for  the  current  advertising 
of  Galloways  cough  syrup,  may  we  be 
permitted,  please,  to  comment  on  your 
remarks  (C.  &  £>.,  February  8,  p. 
154),  on  Copytaster's  reaction  to  that 
advertising?  Initially,  the  article  ap- 
peared in  an  advertising  paper  as  part 
of  a  discussion  on  advertising,  and  we 
suggest  that  fair  comment  should  be 
confined  to  that  issue.  Admittedly  the 
pharmacist  is  a  professional  man  but 
he  is,  too,  very  much  concerned  with 
problems  of  selling,  merchandising  and 
advertising.  Surely  the  simple  issue 
raised  by  Copytaster  is  what  is  the 
best  way  to  approach  the  customer,  in  a 
friendly  and  reasonable  way  or  in  a 
blatantly  assertive  or  threatening  way? 
We  do  not  think  that  Copytaster  can 
be  said  to  be  "  most  strongly "  influ- 
enced by  the  comparison  between  Gal- 
loways advertising  past  and  present. 
Surely  the  comparison  made  is  between 
Galloways  present  advertising  and  other 
advertising  of  proprietary  remedies : 
and  is  not  your  repeated  quotation  of 
"  leisured,  quiet  and  arty  "  rather  mis- 
leading? Copytaster  did  not  describe 
the  advertisement  in  these  terms,  he 
thought  other  people  might.  There  may 
be  some  opinion  in  favour  of  treatment 
of  a  cough  by  the  doctor  under  N.H.S. 
and  professional  treatment  of  many 
other  minor  ailments,  too.  But,  if  that 
opinion  prevailed,  the  trade  as  a  whole 
would  be  turning  its  back  on  an  im- 
mense volume  of  business :  a  business 
created  by  the  enterprise  and  initiative 
of  the  retail  chemist  and  one  that  still 
accounts  for  a  fair  share  of  the  turn- 
over. Let  us  not  forget  that,  when  the 
crow  was  persuaded  to  sing,  he  opened 
his  beak  and  dropped  the  cheese.

Pharmacists'  Future 

Sir, — Apropos  Xrayser's  comments 
re  the  possible  future  role  of  the  phar- 
macist in  private  practice  (C.  &  D.. 
February  1,  p.  109),  I  should  like  to 
add  my  own  and  make  a  couple  of 
suggestions  as  well.  In  my  opinion  the 
pharmacist  of  the  future,  if  he  is  going 
to  fulfil  either  Dr.  Macmorran's  hopes 
of  being  the  man  the  prescriber  will 
turn  to  for  help  (by  reason  of  the  rapid 
advances  in  chemotherapy)  or  even  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead's  more  technical  con- 
cept of  merely  guiding  the  doctor 
"  through  the  jungle  of  proprietary 
medicines,"  he  will  have  to  do  two 
things.  First  I  would  suggest  strongly 
to  him  that  he  should  give  a  more 
attentive  and  receptive  ear  to  the  medi- 
cal representative  when  he  calls  "  bear- 
ing literature  "  (and  a  lot  of  knowledge 
and  information  not  yet  in  the  litera- 
ture). And  secondly,  he  will  have  to 
keep  some  sort  of  rational  filing  system 
for  literature  on  new  preparations,  etc. 
The  first  is  easily  achieved,  and  ought 
to  be  simply  a  matter  of  proper  pro- 
fessional courtesy  between  pharmacists. 
The  easiest  way  to  achieve  the  second  is 
to  acquire  one  of  the  very  efficient 
filing-card  systems  for  all  new  prepara- 
tions (for  example,  the  "  Guide  to  New- 
Medicaments  "  supplied  by  The  Chem- 
ist and  Druggist).  In  a  word,  the 
pharmacist,  if  he  is  to  fulfil  his  destiny 
and  ideals,  will  have  to  keep  more  up 
to  date  than  in  the  past  and,  with  the 
latest  information  now  so  quickly  and 
readily  available,  there  can  be  no  ex- 
cuse for  ignorance  of  the  best  of 
"  what's  new."

Television  Advertising 

Sir, — The  recent  articles  on  TV  ad- 
vertising (C.  &  D.,  February  1,  pp. 
129-30)  spoke  of  its  undoubted  value;  it 
is  worth  a  little  thought  to  consider 
what  happens,  and,  equally  important  to 
consider  future  possibilities.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  people  do  ask  for  pro- 
ducts they  "saw  last  night";  manufac- 
turers' figures  and  consumer  research 
techniques  all  point  the  same  way. 
There  are  three  major  factors  involved  : 
movement,  sound  and  frequency.  Move- 
ment is  an  obvious  advantage  in  a  TV 
advertisement.  The  product's  story,  that 
is  to  say  its  history  or  its  uses,  can  be 
shown  in  ways  that  are  not  always  pos- 
sible in  a  printed  advertisement.  The 
addition  of  sound  to  an  advertisement 
means  that  there  is  a  double  impact — 
on  the  ears  as  well  as  on  the  eyes. 
Spoken  commentary  or  musical  tech- 
niques skilfully  done  can  add  enor- 
mously to  the  "  pull  "  of  an  advertise- 
ment. By  "  frequency,"  advertising 
people  mean  the  number  of  times  an 
advertisement  will  be  seen.  Frequency 
can  be  quite  high  in  certain  types  of 
magazine,  but  it  will  be  obvious  that  a 
TV  advertisement  can  have  an  even 
higher  frequency.  It  can  be  seven  times 
a  day  if  desired,  but  cost  is  naturally  a 
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factor.  The  novelty  of  TV  advertising 
has  in  itself  given  strength  to  its  selling 
power;  and  the  intimate  atmosphere  of 
the  home,  where  advertisements  are 
discussed  among  the  family,  has  added 
to  the  effectiveness  of  the  "  commer- 
cials." All  this  is  impressive,  but  now 
let  us  look  at  the  limitations  of  TV 
advertising.  First  of  all,  broadly  speak- 
ing, one  can  only  reach  one  home  in 
three  with  TV  advertising :  in  other 
words  it  is  likely  that  two-thirds  of 
potential  customers  are  not  affected  by 
TV  campaigns.  Against  that,  advertise- 
ments in  newspapers  reach  virtually 
every  home  in  the  country.  Secondly, 
the  advertiser  cannot  use  colour;  an 
important  point  in  telling  the  story 
about  so  many  products.  With  cinema 
advertising  there  are  movement,  sound 
and  colour.  Thirdly,  the  standard  of 


reproductions  of  such  things  as  a  pack 
or  a  girl's  complexion  is,  on  the  aver- 
age TV  screen,  too  poor  to  allow  the 
finer  points  to  be  made.  Fourthly,  the 
life  of  a  TV  advertisement  is  the  length 
oi:  time  it  is  on  the  screen :  there  is  no 
going  back  to  check,  and  there  is  no 
opportunity  for  a  study  of  the  quali- 
ties of  the  product  or  a  comparison 
with  competitive  products.  Those  limit- 
ations to  TV  as  an  advertising  medium 
are  so  major  to  many  advertisers  that 
TV  is  losing  its  one-time  glory  as  the 
highway  to  sales  success.  It  will  grow 
in  importance,  of  that  there  is  no  doubt, 
but  it  will  never  achieve  the  position 
of  always  being  the  right  advertising 
medium  for  all  products.

That  official  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions whose  name  or  title  is  un- 
wieldy should  have  an  additional 
shorter  title  to  encourage  medical 
practitioners  to  prescribe  by  official 
title  and  thus  give  dispensers  latitude 
to  use  any  proprietary  equivalent. 
Bournemouth,  Portsmouth  and 
Southampton 

That  the  Council  of  the  Society 
should  confirm  its  realisation,  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  membership 
of  the  Society  is  employed  in  retail 
pharmacy,  and  that  prior  considera- 
tion will  be  given  to  that  fact  in 
considering  and  deciding  all  future 
major  changes  in  policy.

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A  Book  on  Silicones 

Published  this  week,  a  new  book — "  The  Pharmacy  of 
Silicones  and  Their  Uses  in  Medicine "  by  Ronald 
Levin,  F.P.S.  (8  X  5|  in.  Pp.  95.  15s.)— joins  the  range 
of  popular  and  essential  textbooks  presented  as  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  series.  In  form  and  size  it  is 
a  companion  volume  to  L.  M.  Spalton's  established  and 
much  used  "  Pharmaceutical  Emulsions  and  Emulsifying 
Agents.'' 

The  silicones  are  a  chemical  revolution.  There  seems 
no  facet  or  function  of  people's  lives  that  is  not  influ- 
enced or  going  to  be  influenced  by  them.  Published  at 
this  time,  therefore,  and  throwing  light  on  a  group  of 
substances  which,  developed  to  large-scale  production  in 
the  post-war  decade,  are  unique  in  their  adaptability 
and  range  of  applications,  the  new  book  is  particularly 
helpful  and  opportune.  Continued  research  into  the  pro- 
perties and  possible  uses  of  silicones  is  bringing  on  to 
the  market  a  range  of  compounds  tailored  to  specific 
requirements,  and  the  need  has  arisen  for  the  facts 
about  them  to  be  brought  together  in  a  single  volume. 
The  valuable  properties  of  the  silicones  are  used  in  such 
widely  varying  applications  as  baby-bottle  teats,  anti- 
weathering  treatments  for  stone  and  for  glass  containers, 
dental  plugs,  ointment  bases,  and  hair  preparations.  In- 
deed the  number  of  substances,  processes  and  functions 
that  are  being  modified  and  improved  by  one  or  other 
of  the  silicone  products  is  fast  becoming  legion.  Cos- 
metic manufacturers  are  making  use  of  the  water  repel- 
lency  of  silicones  in  many  ways. 

Incorporated  in  a  baby  lotion  silicones  promise  to  do 
away  with  napkin  rash.  Silicone-based  sun-tan  lotions 
do  not  need  to  be  applied  after  every  bathe  and  do  not 
pick  up  beach  sand.  In  home  permanent  waving  pre- 
parations silicones  help  the  curl  to  stay  in  longer  re- 
gardless of  the  weather,  and  add  gloss  and  sheen  to 
the  hair.  Silicones  in  lip  ointments  keep  out  exterior 
moisture  and  help  prevent  chapping.  Such  uses  are  not 
only  described  and  explained  in  the  text  of  Levin's 
book,  but  aspects  of  the  subject  are  further  illuminated 
by  pictures  in  an  eight-page  art  inset  of  photographic 
reproductions. 

To  the  pharmacist  in  hospital  or  manufacturer's  re- 
search laboratory,  or  engaged  in  formulation,  the  book 
provides  as  much  to  interest  and  assist  him  as  to  those 
retaibrs,  probably  many,  to  whom  the  whole  group  of 
silicone  substances  may  have  been  hitherto  an  uncharted 
field.  The  author  has  taken  extreme  care  to  tap  all 
available  sources  of  information  on  the  subject,  and 
gives  h;°  readers  the  benefit  of  his  findings  in  an  exten- 
sive bibliography.

Work  Study  at  a  Hospital 

Work  study  is  a  term  that  has  come  into  use  in  industry 
in  recent  years  to  describe  a  new  technique  developed 
as  an  aid  to  management.  It  connotes  a  close  observa- 
tion of  the  way  in  which  manufacturing  operations  are 
carried  out  in  order  to  speed  them  up  by  reducing  un- 
necessary movements.  Many  processes  are  initiated  and 
developed  empirically,  and  they  appear  to  work  well. 
As  time  passes  and  operators  change,  modifications  are 
made  to  suit  occasional  needs  and  a  routine  is  built  up 
that  is  generally  accepted  as  the  proper  way  of  doing 
the  job.  Detailed  analysis  may  often,  however,  reveal 
shortcomings  or  wastage  in  the  process,  or  it  may  be 
that  slight  modification  could  remove  fatigue  and  so 
increase  output  at  certain  stages. 

It  usually  happens  that  the  production  manager  has 
so  many  matters  requiring  his  attention  that  he  is  un- 
able to  give  the  detailed  and  concentrated  study  neces- 
sary to  bring  about  such  improvements.  It  is  also  true 
that  the  onlooker  sees  most  of  the  game,  and  the  pro- 
duction manager  may  be  too  closely  involved  with  the 
general  administration  of  his  unit  to  see  what  may  be 
obvious  to  an  outsider.  To  meet  that  situation  the  work- 
study  engineer  is  called  in.  Not  a  specialist  in  any  par- 
ticular industry,  he  is  a  man  trained  to  analyse  a  pro- 
cess into  its  smallest  and  simplest  movements  and  then 
to  put  forward  suggestions  for  improvements  in  the 
procedure.  Weeks  may  be  spent  in  plotting  the  move- 
ment of  a  piece  of  material  as  it  goes  through  a  par- 
ticular process.  The  time  and  the  method  of  handling 
by  each  operator  is  carefully  noted  and  the  whole  job 
is  then  charted  in  readiness  for  study. 

Clearly  there  is  a  great  difference  between  the  func- 
tion and  the  method  of  working  of  a  hospital  from  those 
that  obtain  in  a  factory,  and  the  application  of  work- 
study  principles  in  a  hospital  department  may  suggest 
to  some  people  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  reduce 
the  care  of  the  patient  to  a  "  production-line "  tech- 
nique. Such  a  fear  could  only  arise  from  a  misunder- 
standing of  the  nature  of  work  study  in  this  context. 
The  comfort  of  the  patient  and  the  success  of  his  treat- 
ment must  always  depend  upon  the  personal  care  and 
the  sense  of  responsibility  of  those  to  whom  he  is  com- 
mitted. Many  activities  contribute  to  his  well-being,  and 
some  of  them  he  may  never  see  or  even  think  about. 
Those  routine,  repetitive  procedures  may  afford  a  fruit- 
ful field  for  work  study. 

And  what  is  the  reaction  of  the  hospital  chief  phar- 
macist and  his  staff  to  the  descent  upon  them  of  a  team 
of  engineers  studying  their  movements  ?  Do  they  feel 
towards  work  study  something  of  what  the  chemist 
contractor  feels  about  test  prescriptions?  Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger  (chief  pharmacist  at  Westminster  Hospital) 
states  that  "  the  exercise  has  been  a  stimulating  and 
encouraging  one.  Much  of  the  success  is  due  to  the 
excellent  personal  relationships  the  officers  established 
with  the  operators  in  the  syringe  room  and  with  the  staff 
in  the  department  generally."  That  may  encourage 
others  to  give  their  full  co-operation  to  similar  studies, 
and  we  may  hope  that  the  outcome  may  be  to  the  great 
gain  of  Westminster  Hospital  in  the  first  place  and 
eventually  of  the  community  at  large. 
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A  Domesday  Book  of  Drugs? 

As  will  be  seen  from  a  report  published  in  these 
columns  last  week  (C.  &  D.,  February  8,  p.  145)  a  study 
group  set  up  in  1956  by  the  World  Health  Organisation 
to  look  into  the  methods  used  for  the  examination  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations  in  various  countries  issued 
a  report  that  has  become  available  as  a  printed  booklet. 

The  object  of  the  study  group's  work  was  to  consider 
the  advantages  of  making  methods  more  uniform,  in 
the  interests  alike  of  health  and  international  com- 
merce. The  subject  is  perhaps  of  special  topical  interest 
to  Britain — which  has  no  scheme  of  giving  official  regi- 
stration to  proprietary  medicinal  products  (other  than 
for  animal  use) — in  view  of  the  possibility  that  she  may 
become  involved  in  a  European  Free  Trade  area. 

The  group  took  note  of  the  fact  that  the  Pan  Ameri- 
can Sanitary  Organisation  had,  as  early  as  1945,  ex- 
pressed the  wish  to  have  data  collected  on  new 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  including  techniques  of 
identification  and  evaluation.  It  also  noted  that  work 
within  the  same  field  was  being  undertaken  by  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  particularly 
through  the  meetings  of  directors  of  control  labora- 
tories, which  had  discussed  assay  methods  for  examin- 
ing pharmaceutical  preparations.  The  pharmaceutical 
products  subcommittee  of  Western  European  Union 
had  investigated  the  possibilities  of  interchanging  certi- 
ficates of  analysis  from  the  official  laboratories  of 
countries  within  the  Union  and  had  decided  to  compile 
an  English-French  glossary  of  words  causing  special 
difficulties. 

The  diversity  of  controls  in  various  countries  is  wide, 
as  shown  by  the  following  examples:  — 

Canada:  A  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  a  Proprietary  or  Patent 
Medicine  Act  cover  all  preparations  on  the  market,  whether 
domestic  or  imported. 

Egypt:  A  pharmaceutical  section  in  the  Ministry  of  Public- 
Health,  under  the  direction  of  a  pharmacist,  demands  samples 
of  all  pharmaceutical  preparations  imported  into  the  country.  If 
the  analysis  is  in  conformity  with  the  labelling,  the  preparation 
may  be  distributed  to  pharmacies;  otherwise,  modifications  must 
be  made  before  release. 

France:  Pharmaceutical  preparations  are  covered  by  a 
Pharmacy  Law  requiring  composition,  method  of  manufacture 
and  analysis,  and  pharmacological  and  clinical  data  to  be  given. 
A  technical  committee  decides  whether  the  preparation  may  be 
introduced  or  whether  further  information  is  needed.  Responsi- 
bility for  the  quality  of  production  of  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions is  borne  by  pharmacists  at  all  stages  of  manufacture. 

India  :  Importation  of  pharmaceutical  preparations  is  limited 
to  certain  ports  and  is  under  the  authority  of  a  Drugs  Con- 
troller. 

Sweden:  When  a  speciality  is  introduced  the  manufacturer, 
or  manufacturer's  representative,  must  notify  the  Royal  Medical 
Board,  send  a  sample  and  provide  full  details  of  its  composition 
and  relevant  chemical,  clinical  and  biological  information.  When 
the  speciality  is  accepted  it  is  registered. 

United  Kingdom  :  Control  of  pharmaceutical  preparations  is 
based  on  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  and  National  Health  Service  drug-testing  scheme.  Only 
biological  preparations  are  subject  to  specific  legislation. 

United  States  of  America  :  New  drugs  may  not  be  marketed 
until  their  safety  has  been  ascertained  by  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

As  a  move  towards  greater  uniformity,  the  study 
group  recommended  that  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion should  compile  information  sheets  containing  par- 
ticulars of  the  composition  of  a  new  preparation,  its 
indications  and  dosage,  clinical  and  toxicological  find- 
ings, analytical  data,  and  references  to  published  litera- 
ture. The  sheets  "  could  "  also  include  melting  points, 
boiling  points,  solubility  data,  refractive  indices,  infra- 


red and  ultra-violet  spectra,  melting-points  of  deriva- 
tives, and  assay  methods  for  the  pure  substances  as 
well  as  for  the  pharmaceutical  preparations  manufac- 
tured from  it.  Data  concerning  side-effects  should  be 
included  "  when  possible,"  or  sent  out  later  as  an 
amendment.  It  was  thought  that  the  information  sheets 

would  probably  contribute  towards  a  speeding  up  of 
registration  procedure  in  countries  which  had  that 
system,  and  would  therefore  be  of  assistance  to  the 
manufacturers  of  pharmaceutical  preparations." 

The  study  group  agreed  that  a  most  important  re- 
sponsibility of  officials  who  deal  with  the  control  of 
pharmaceutical  specialities  was  to  ensure  that  the  sub- 
stances are  safe  for  their  intended  use.  The  following 
information  was  listed  as  useful  for  that  purpose:  — 

(a)  Qualitative  and  quantitative  composition  declared  in  the 

commonly  accepted  nomenclature; 

(b)  details  of  analytical  methods  and  possibly  certain  useful 

indications  on  the  method  of  preparation; 

(c)  physico-chemical  constants,  if  not  already  known ; 

(d)  therapeutic  indications  and  dosage; 

(e)  recommended  method  of  selling  (prescription,  etc.); 

(f)  samples  in  sufficient  quantity  for  analysis; 

(g)  information  concerning  label,  package  and  publicity. 

If  a  speciality  contains  substances,  or  combinations  thereof, 
the  action  of  which  is  not  generally  known,  additional  informa- 
tion may  be  required  such  as: 

(h)  publications  or  documents  regarding  the  pharmacological 

action  of  the  substance  and  its  toxicity,  clinical  reports 

on  its  therapeutic  efficacy  and  side-effects. 
It  was  thought  advisable  that  labels  for  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations  should  bear  certain  basic  information, 
with  additional  statements  for  certain  kinds.  In  all  cases 
the  label  should  bear  the  name  of  the  speciality,  com- 
position, batch  number  and  name  and  address  of  manu- 
facturer. "  It  is  important  that  the  composition  should 
be  given  in  terms  normally  employed  or  officially  de- 
fined." Advantage  would  result  if  agreement  could  be 
obtained  between  the  different  countries  on  the  infor- 
mation to  be  included  on  the  label  and  how  it  should 
be  expressed  (e.g..  units  of  measurement),  in  order  to 
facilitate  international  trade  and  for  the  general  pro- 
tection of  physicians,  pharmacists  and  consumers.  An 
approved  non-proprietary  name,  if  demanded  in  any 
country,  should  be  given  '*  in  a  conspicuous  manner  " 
on  the  label.  Imported  specialities  should  be  subject  to 
the  same  specifications  as  those  manufactured  within 
the  country. 

The  proposals  made  in  the  report  are,  it  is  clear, 
ambitious  and  far-reaching.  If  realisable,  they  should 
provide  information  invaluable  to  the  compilers  of 
International  and  other  pharmacopoeias,  to  registering 
authorities,  and  to  manufacturers  themselves.  It  should 
follow  that  the  availability  of  the  information  should 
tend  to  reduce  the  obstacles  sometimes  unnecessarily 
placed  on  the  passage  of  genuinely  valuable  medicinal 
agents  from  one  country  to  another,  and  in  so  doing 
improve  the  levels  and  standards  of  international  trade. 
Actively  dangerous  products  should  be  prevented  from 
coming  into  general  use.  Manufacturers  could  no  doubt 
be  left  to  take  action  to  deal  with  the  opposite  danger 
that  valuable  new  products  might  be  held  back  by  a 
new  kind  of  red  tape. 

London  court  of  arbitration  (London  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  69  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.4  (telephone: 
City  4444)) :  The  Court  appoints  arbitrators  to  settle  dis- 
putes referred  to  it  for  arbitration.  Its  "  Rules  of  the  Court  " 
(free  on  application  to  the  registrar)  prescribe  the  procedure 
for  conducting  arbitrations  and  the  fees  payable  to  the 
Court  and  arbitrators;  and  include  a  recommended  arbitra- 
tion clause  for  inclusion  in  contracts. 
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PHARMACY,  FARMING, 
PARROTS  AND  A  WINDMILL 

Unlikely  companions  in  the  story 
of  a  Peterborough  centenary 


IN  the  life  of  the  Whitwell  family,  whose  associations 
with  Peterborough  go  back  over  350  years,  pharmacy, 
farming,  parrots  and  a  windmill  have  all  formed  a  part. 
In  pharmacy  in  particular  the  family  has  a  proud  record  of 
service,  and  the  centenary  of  the  Lincoln  Road  pharmacy  in 
1957  was  as  much  a  landmark  in  the  family  history  as  was 
to  Millfield  residents  the  windmill  which  once  stood  oppo- 
site the  pharmacy.  Present  owner  of  the  premises,  Mr. 
Henry  Ewen  Whitwell  (grandson  of  the  founder,  Mr.  Evven 
Whitwell)  took  time  off.  despite  the  fact  that  the  shop  was 
full  of  customers — the  pharmacy  is  also  a  sub-post  office — 
to  recall  the  family  story  and  changes  he  has  seen  since  the 
days  when,  as  a  boy,  he  watched  the  windmill  from  his 
window. 

Millfield  was  outside  Peterborough.  Mr.  Whitwell  ex- 


ket  Place,  Peterborough.  He  later  became  one  of  the  early 
mayors  of  Peterborough.  As  Mr.  John  Whitwell  owned 
land,  however,  the  family  turned  to  farming  rather  than 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  Ewen  Whitwell's  son,  Frederick  William  Whitwell, 
who  qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  1892,  took  over 
the  business  in  1895  and  was  one  of  the  first  qualified 
opticians  in  the  district.  He  was  made  a  magistrate  in  1925. 
The  branch  at  Thistlemoor  Road  was  opened  in  1920,  and 
in  1924  a  purchase  perhaps  more  interesting  to  pharmacists 
generally  was  the  pharmacy  at  Oundle  of  Mr.  G.  S.  Page, 
M.P.S.,  housed  in  a  historic  building  with  oak  slab  floors. 
In  June  1955  the  pharmacy  there,  said  to  be  a  replica  of  the 
Plough  Court,  London,  pharmacy  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd. 
(destroyed  during  the  1939-45  war),  was  scheduled  as  of 
historical  interest. 

The  present  owner  of  the  premises — the  eldest  of  four 
sons — in  turn  qualified  as  a  pharmacist  and  in  1928  took 
over  the  business  now  known  as  F.  W.  Whitwell,  Ltd.  As  a 
young  man  Mr.  Whitwell  had  become  a  dispenser  with  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  in  a  Territorial  field  ambu- 
lance unit,  and  in  1916  went  overseas  to  Mesopotamia.  He 
was  recommended  in  the  field  for  a  commission  and  later 
became  a  staff  officer  of  the  Bangalore  Brigade  in  Southern 
India.  With  the  advent  of  the  1939-45  war  he  found  him- 
self, with  a  group  of  the  older  Peterborough  chemists,  hold- 
ing the  fort  in  the  local  pharmaceutical  organisations.  Long 
before  then,  of  course,  Mr.  Whitwell  had  held  office  in  the 
local  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Peter- 
borough and  District  Chemists'  Association  in  addition  to  a 
long-standing  association  with  the  Peterborough  Executive 
Council  and  its  predecessor  before  the  days  of  N.H.S. 

A  parrot  had  become  something  of  a  tradition  in  the 
Lincoln  Road  shop,  frequently  enlivening  the  proceedings, 
and  the  last  of  Mr.  Whitwell's  parrots  died  only  four  years 
ago.  Even  today  customers  who  have  left  the  district  ask

plained,  when  his  grandfather  started 
building  operations  on  the  site  in  1856. 
Within  twelve  months  the  building  was 
completed  and  destined  to  become  the 
home  of  four  generations  of  the  Whit- 
well family.  In  1867  Mr.  Ewen  Whit- 
well, a  pharmacist,  also  became  sub- 
postmaster  of  Millfield.  He  had  many 
interests  in  local  activities,  one  of  which 
was  as  a  member  of  the  6th  Northamp- 
tonshire R.V.C.  (Militia),  and  he  was 
presented  with  a  fine  silver  tankard, 
which  has  become  a  family  heirloom, 
engraved  with  appreciation  of  his  "  Zeal 
in  Drilling  "  his  men. 

At  that  time  Mr.  John  Whitwell.  a 
cousin,  was  practising  pharmacy,  in 
partnership  with  a  Mr.  Hendry,  in  Mar- 
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about  the  bird  when  they  revisit  the  shop.  Among  the  letters 
of  congratulation  which  Mr.  Whitwell  received  on  the 
centenary  was  one  from  Mr.  J.  L.  Mansfield,  F.P.S.,  Maid- 
stone, Kent,  who  recalled  that  his  entry  into  the  profession 
was  perhaps  precipitated  by  the  attraction  of  the  parrot 
in  the  Millfield  pharmacy.  Before  the  war  Mr.  Whitwell 
had  an  aviary  of  forty  to  fifty  budgerigars,  but  war-time 
feeding  difficulties  "  put  paid  "  to  his  stock. 

Although  the  interior  of  the  Lincoln  Road  shop  has  been 
considerably  altered  and  modernised,  the  exterior,  apart 
from  an  additional  window,  largely  remains  as  originally 
built.  Inside,  a  store  room  converted  to  a  centrally  placed 
dispensary  is  a  fairly  recent  innovation. 

There  are  two  other  directors  of  the  company :  Mr.  Doug- 
las A.  Whitwell,  M.P.S.,  who  controls  the  Oundle  pharmacy, 
and  Mr.  Bernard  Wright,  M.P.S.,  who  is  in  charge  at 
Thistlemoor  Road.  Mrs.  Shaw,  the  only  sister  of  Mr.  H.  E. 
Whitwell,  is  dispenser  at  Millfield.  Although  Mr.  H.  E. 
Whitwell's  son  Alan  has  qualified  as  an  engineer,  his  bro- 


ther's son  Alwyn  Frederick,  who  qualified  in  1956,  is  carry- 
ing on  the  family  tradition  in  the  field  of  pharmacy.

STREAMLINING  A  SYRINGE  SERVICE 

Westminster  Hospital's  pharmacy  department  acts  as  "guinea 
pig"  in  work-study  investigations  to  improve  hospital  routines 


THE  success  of  work-study  methods  in  industry,  in 
catering  establishments  and  in  other  fields  prompted 
the  board  of  governors  of  Westminster  Hospital  to 
embark  upon  an  experiment  that  is  continuing  for  three 
years  in  the  first  place  to  see  whether  similar  advantages 
can  be  obtained  in  hospital  work. 

The  initial  experiment  at  Westminster  Hospital  has  been 
carried  out  in  the  syringe  sterilising  unit  of  the  pharmacy 
department.  Two  naval  officers  who  were  being  trained  in 
work-study  methods  were  seconded  to  the  hospital  as  a  train- 
ing exercise  and  offered  that  unit  as  a  task.  The  syringe  unit 
was  instituted  four  years  ago  and  has  grown  until  it  sup- 
plies all  the  syringes  used  in  the  group.  Each  day  600-900 
syringes  and  about  1,000  needles  are  serviced  by  a  staff  of 
five  technicians.  Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  service  in  the  past,  and  it  was  considered  to  be  working 
reasonably  efficiently. 

Used  syringes  are  brought  to  the  syringe  room  each 
morning  between  08.00  and  09.00  o'clock,  and  exchanged 
for  approximately  the  same  number  of  sterile  ones.  The 
discrepancies  and  breakages  are  booked,  and  a  periodic 
stocktaking  is  carried  out.  The  used  syringes  and  needles 
are  taken  to  pieces,  washed,  dried,  lubricated,  reassembled 
and  sterilised,  and  needles  are  resharpened  each  time  they 
come  to  the  department.  Each  of  those  processes  was 
studied  by  the  officers,  as  were  the  methods  used  for  hand- 
ling syringes  and  needles  on  the  wards,  theatres  and  other 
departments  of  the  hospital. 

During  a  period  of  five  to  six  weeks  every  aspect  of  the 
process  was  subject  to  scrutiny,  and  a  number  of  experi- 
ments were  performed  to  try  out  new  gadgets  or  modifica- 
tions of  old  ones. 

Charts  were  made  showing  the  life  cycle  of  the  syringe — 
how  much  time  it  spends  in  use,  in  being  cleaned,  in  sitting 
waiting  in  the  ward  or  in  the  sterile  stock.  The  work  load 
at  different  times  of  the  day  and  the  deployment  of  each 
member  of  the  staff  were  likewise  studied.  Eventually  a 
document  was  drawn  up  which  embodied  all  the  improve- 
ments the  officers  wished  to  recommend,  and  the  estimated 
effects  and  putting  them  into  practice. 

Among  the  changes  recommended  was  to  divide  the 
wards  and  other  departments  into  two  groups,  processing 
two  half-loads  of  syringes  each  day,  thus  reducing  the 
number  of  syringes  in  use.  The  time  of  the  operators  may 
also  be  used  more  effectively.  Changing  the  position  of  the 
needle-sharpening  machine  would  give  a  much  simpler  flow- 


line.  The  introduction  of  an  inexpensive  device  for  oiling 
the  pistons  was  shown  to  cut  down  the  time  taken  to  get  a 
satisfactory  oil  seal  in  the  syringe.  An  improved  receptacle 
for  used  needles  would  reduce  the  damage  done  to  their 
points  between  being  used  and  arriving  at  the  cleaning 
bench.  It  became  clear  that  it  was  in  that  part  of  their 
cycle  that  most  of  the  needles  were  blunted,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  time  spent  on  sharpening  points  can  be  cut 
by  50  per  cent.  The  study  also  showed  how  it  would  be 
possible  to  reduce  the  staff  employed  on  the  work,  and  staff 
saving  accounts  for  the  major  part  of  the  net  saving  antici- 
pated as  a  result  of  the  study. 

At  present  the  improvements  are  only  in  the  process  of 
being  introduced,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  say  with  cer- 
tainty that  the  estimated  £1,500  per  year  saving  will  be 
realised,  though  it  is  beyond  doubt  that  substantial  econo- 
mies will  be  possible.

NEW  EXAMINATION  REGULATIONS  ADOPTED 

Privy  Council  approval  sought 


a  FTER  considering  the  comments  of  the  Scottish  De- 
/V  partment  Executive  on  the  new  regulations  for  the 
t~\  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  meeting  on  Febru- 
ary 4  and  5,  adopted  the  regulations  for  persons  registered  as 
"student"  on  or  after  March  I.  The  regulations  are  being 
submitted  for  Privy  Council  approval.  Draft  syllabuses  for 
the  examination  were  provisionally  approved,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  submit  them  for  comment  to  the  Scottish 
Department  Executive. 

The  Council  approved  alterations  to  provide  that  botany 
or  zoology  should  be  alternatives  to  biology  in  examina- 
tions accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Society's  Intermediate  or  en- 
trance examination.  Privy  Council  approval  is  also  being 
sought  for  those  alterations. 

It  was  reported  that  the  following  members  of  Council 
were  due  to  retire  in  May:  — 

Messrs.  W.  T.  Elder,  D.  W.  Hudson,  M.  Jackson,  C.  W. 
Maplethorpe,  T.  Reid,  G.  Shaw  and  W.  J.  Tristram;  and 
that  the  following  auditors  were  due  to  retire  at  the  same 
time: — Mr.  R.  E.  Conder,  Sir  Harry  Hague,  Messrs.  J.  C. 
Hanbury,  J.  S.  Hills  and  Sir  Harry  Jephcott. 

Ghana's  Thanks 

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  J.  K.  A.  Quashie  (presi- 
dent, Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ghana)  thanking  the  Coun- 
cil for  having  sent  the  Society's  president  and  Mrs.  Hudson 
to  attend  the  recent  conference.  Most  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Ghana  Society  had  been  able  to  exchange 
views  with  Mr.  Hudson  on  matters  of  pharmaceutical  in- 
terest, and  the  Conference  had  been  highly  impressed  with 
the  address  that  he  delivered.  Thanks  were  also  expressed 
for  the  gift  of  books  and  a  scroll  from  the  Society. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  (chairman,  Scottish  Department  Execu- 
tive) who  paid  a  courtesy  visit  to  the  Council  was  welcomed 
by  the  president. 

Reports  on  Examinations 

The  report  of  the  Privy  Council  visitor  to  the  Society's 
examinations  held  in  Scotland  in  1957  was  received.  It  was 
agreed  to  inform  the  Privy  Council  of  the  Council's  views 
concerning  the  future  of  pharmacognosy.  The  annual  re- 
ports of  the  boards  of  examiners  for  England  and  Wales 
and  for  Scotland  for  1957  were  received. 

The  Education  Committee  reported  the  result  of  their 
consideration  of  a  resolution  submitted  by  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Students'  Association  urging  that  students  should 
be  permitted  to  use  their  laboratory  notebooks  when  per- 
forming biochemical  tests  in  the  practical  examinations  in 
physiology  and  pharmacology.  The  resolution  had  been 
considered  by  the  educational  policy  subcommittee,  and  by 
members  of  the  physiology  and  pharmacology  panel  of  the 
English  and  Scottish  boards.  The  Council  adopted  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  that  candidates  should  be  permit- 
ted in  future  to  use  their  laboratory  notebooks,  other  than 
histology  notebooks,  in  the  practical  examination  in  physi- 
ology and  pharmacology  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
Qualifying  examination. 

Motions  for  Branch  Representatives'  Meeting 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Organisation  Committee, 
all  seventeen  motions  received  from  Branches,  together  with 
a  motion  from  another  Branch  which  was  received  later, 
were  accepted  for  consideration  at  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  to  be  held  on  May  15  (see  p.  178). 

Mr.  W.  S.  Howells  (treasurer)  in  presenting  the  minutes 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  said  that  the  Committee  had 
learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Morris. 


Mr.  Morris  had  retired  only  in  September  1957  after  thirty- 
six  years'  service,  and  they  had  all  known  him  as  an  able 
and  efficient  officer. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee's  report 
showed  that  grants  amounting  to  £273  had  been  made  to 
five  widows  and  four  members.  Recommendations  for 
grants  amounting  to  £686  to  six  other  widows,  one  member 
and  a  dependant  of  a  member  were  approved.  One  appli- 
cation was  deferred.  From  the  Orphan  Fund  grants  amount- 
ing to  £48  to  two  children,  and  from  the  War  Aid  Fund 
two  grants  amounting  to  £55,  were  made. 

It  was  agreed  to  reopen  Birdsgrove  House  to  guests,  but 
that  applications  should  be  made  to  the  secretary  pending 
discussion  of  future  procedure.  The  warden's  report  noted 
that  the  house  had  been  closed  to  guests  from  December  1. 
Two  gifts  in  kind  were  recorded. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported,  in  connection  with  the 
disposal  of  the  funds  of  the  County  of  Kent  Association 
of  Pharmacists,  that  the  present  trustees  of  the  Association's 
funds  had  agreed,  at  the  request  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  for  the  County  of  Kent  and  Canterbury,  to 
transfer  the  funds  to  the  Birdsgrove  House  Fund,  subject  to 
an  indemnity  being  given  to  the  trustees  by  the  Society. 
The  Council  authorised  the  sealing  of  the  Deed  of  Indem- 
nity and  of  the  transfer  of  £50  3^  per  cent.  War  Stock  to 
the  Birdsgrove  House  Fund. 

The  Council  agreed  to  make  a  donation  of  £105  to  the 
restoration  fund  of  the  Mayfield  Church. 

Publications  Matters 

The  Publications  Committee  report  recorded  its  apprecia- 
tion of  the  thirty-six  years'  service  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Hills  to 
the  Society,  and  in  particular  to  the  Society's  journal,  and 
hoped  that  he  would  enjoy  a  long  and  happy  retirement. 

The  Council  agreed  that  Volumes  I  and  II  of  the  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia  should  be  offered  for  sale  at  a  combined 
price  of  £5  15s. 

Advertising  of  Dispensing  Services 

The  Council  approved  a  statement  to  be  published  in 
the  Society's  journal  announcing  the  intention  to  refer  to 
the  Statutory  Committee  any  further  evidence  received  of 
the  advertising  of  dispensing  services.  It  was  agreed  to  pub- 
lish also  a  statement  concerning  the  use  of  automatic 
machines  by  pharmacists. 

Regional  Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Committees 

A  report  was  given  on  a  meeting  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  held  on  January  14  to  discuss  Regional  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Advisory  Committees.  The  Society  was  represented  at  the 
meeting  by  the  president  (Mr.  Hudson),  the  chairman  of  the 
Public  Services  Committee  (Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger)  and  Mr. 
P.  J.  Fowler.  The  Society's  views  were  reported  well  re- 
ceived and  an  assurance  had  been  given  that  they  would 
receive  consideration. 

In  January,  eighty-six  persons  were  registered  as  "  stu- 
dent"  against  fifty-nine  in  January  1957.  Five  former 
members  had  their  names  restored  to  the  Register  and  the 
Council  approved  recommendations  for  the  registration 
under  the  various  reciprocity  arrangements  of  seven 
suitably  qualified  persons. 

In  December  1957  the  Society's  inspectors  and  agents 
visited  834  authorised  sellers,  twenty-three  listed  sellers,  and 
198  drug  store  proprietors  and  similar  traders.  Eight  cases 
of  alleged  infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  con- 
sidered and  appropriate  action  taken.

Advertising  and  the  Shopping  Basket 

W.  s.  Crawford,  ltd.,  London,  W.C.2,  on  behalf  of  the 
Advertising  Association,  1  Bell  Yard,  London,  W.C.2. 
Film  strip.  Colour.  Fifty  frames. 
Opening  with  a  Victorian  domestic  scene,  and  with  other 
shots  to  portray  the  character  of  the  period,  the  sequence 
goes  on  to  show  how  advertisements  were  beginning  to 
change  the  British  way  of  life,  especially  for  housewives.  It 
stresses  that  about  80  per  cent,  of  all  consumer  goods  are 
bought  directly  by  women,  and  how  at  the  grocer's,  for  ex- 
ample, they  "  look  for  names,"  that  to  them  mean  quality, 
and  how  "  the  chemist  sells  more  branded  articles  than 
almost  anyone."  The  film  strip  illustrates  the  persuasive 
power  of  modern  advertising.

16-mm.  Colour.  Sound.  Running  time  eighteen  minutes. 
Produced  for  the  International  Dental  Congress,  Rome, 
1957,  the  film  is  a  companion  to  "Let's  Keep  Our  Teeth" 
produced  by  Messrs.  Gibbs  a  year  or  two  ago  and  which 
continues  in  strong  demand  for  teaching  the  basic  facts  of 
oral  hygiene.  The  new  film  is  of  special  interest  to  parents 
though  it  has  an  appeal  to  audiences  of  many  kinds.  It 
shows,   in   full  colour,    how   the    teeth    begin    to  form 
in  the  jaw  long  before  the  baby  is   born,  how  they 
grow    in    the    jaws,    and    how    the    baby    teeth  give 
way    to    the    permanent    teeth.

The  Power  of  Enthusiasm  in  Selling 

G.  B.  film  library,  1  Aintree  Road,  Perivale,  Green- 
ford,  Middlesex.  Running  time  twenty-four  minutes. 
16-mm.  Black  and  white. 

Enthusiasm  as  a  vital  factor  for  success  in  salesmanship  is 
the  theme  of  this  film.  A  "  case  history  "  is  studied  (a  sales- 
man who  is  not  selling  so  much  as  the  sales  manager  would 
wish)  and  the  success  of  the  salesman  after  an  injection  of 
enthusiasm  (allied  to  a  lot  of  study)  used  as  a  comparison. 


ANY  BUSINESS  QUESTIONS? 


We  are  partners  in  two  businesses,  but  the  financial 
years  end  on  different  dates.  For  better  comparison  and 
convenience,  we  should  like  to  amend  the  year-end  so 
that  each  business  terminates  at  the  same  date.  Is  there 
any  difficulty  about  doing  so  ? 
If  there  is  a  change  in  the  date  to  which  the  accounts  of  a 
business  are  made  up,  there  will  be  a  period  of  less  or  more 
than  a  full  year  to  bring  the  new  accounting  period  into 
operation.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  are  em- 
powered to  decide  what  period  of  twelve  months  shall  be 
taken  as  the  basis  of  the  assessment,  and  they  may  also 
adjust  the  preceding  year  of  assessment  by  reference  to  a 
corresponding  period.  The  Commissioners  normally  decide 
that  the  assessment  is  to  be  based  on  the  profits  of  the 
twelve  months  ending  on  the  new  date,  that  is,  the  date  to 
which  the  taxpayer  is  taking  his  accounts  in  future.  The 
question  is  whether  there  is  to  be  any  adjustment  of  the 
previous  assessment;  such  adjustment  may  increase  or  de- 
crease the  liability  according  to  the  trend  of  profits.  The 
alteration  in  the  year-end  by  reason  of  the  method  of  assess- 
ment involves  an  omission  of  profits  or  their  inclusion 
twice,  depending  on  the  new  date  assumed.  The  adjustment 
is  an  attempt  to  iron  out  that  effect.  It  is  desirable,  there- 
fore, to  compare  existing  assessments  with  probable  tax 
assessments  in  the  event  of  change  in  the  financial  year. 

When  is  it  and  when  is  it  not  profitable  to  buy  direct 
from  manufacturers  at  discounts,  as  against  buying  from 
wholesalers  at  their  price?  Is  it  possible  to  calculate 
at  what  point  discounts  are  cancelled  out  by  the  fact 
that  the  goods  take  anything  from  one  to  three  months 
to  sell  in  quantities  that  have  to  be  ordered  in  order  to 
obtain  the  discount?  As  the  money  to  buy  direct  parcels 
has  to  be  drawn  from  the  bank  at  7  per  cent,  plus,  it  is 
beginning  to  look  as  though  that  interest  rate  almost 
cancels  out  the  discount  unless  the  goods  are  sold 
almost  immediately.  It  is  possible  to  get  up  to  three 
months'  credit  from  some  wholesalers  and  it  would 
appear  that  that  gives  as  good  a  result  as  if  not  a  better 
one  than  the  direct  order,  for  the  wholesaler  items 


may  be  drawn  in  small  amounts  and  replaced  week  by 
week. 

You  are  quite  right  that  the  question  whether  quantity 
discounts  are  worth  while  to  the  retailer  is  closely  bound  up 
with  the  rate  of  sale,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  give  a  quick  and 
universally  applicable  answer  to  your  question.  Bonus  terms 
vary,  and  rates  of  selling  vary  even  more  widely.  More- 
over, there  is  the  factor  of  the  amount  of  salesmanship  you 
are  prepared  to  exercise  or  whether  you  leave  it  entirely 
to  the  manufacturer's  advertising  to  sell  the  goods.  Another 
factor  is  that  while  you  could,  with  a  little  effort,  speed  up 
the  rate  of  sale  of  selected  items  you  might  not  be  able  to 
do  it  for  an  unlimited  number.  From  the  aspect  of  financing 
the  transaction,  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  interest  on 
overdraft,  etc.,  is  calculated  at  a  day-to-day  rate,  but  discounts 
(trade  and  cash)  are  straight  deductions  from  the  amount 
involved.  Therefore,  if  only  the  lowest  direct  discount  of 
2j  per  cent,  is  considered,  the  corresponding  interest  pay- 
able for  up  to  three  months — the  period  of  resale — would 
be  smaller.  As  the  direct  discount  rises,  the  margin  widens 
more  favourably.  The  price  charged  by  the  wholesaler  must 
include  his  own  profit,  based  on  the  price  charged  to  him 
by  the  manufacturer.  A  comparison  of  manufacturers'  and 
wholesalers'  relative  net  prices  must  be  made  to  determine 
the  relative  profitability  of  the  two  methods.  If  credit  as 
referred  to  is  given  by  the  wholesaler,  a  rough  formula  can 
be  arrived  at.  The  manufacturers'  price,  less  discounts,  plus 
overdraft  interest  on  the  period  concerned  (averaged  out  to 
allow  for  incoming  moneys)  must  be  set  against  wholesalers' 
net  price.  The  question  of  the  method  of  purchase  may  also 
be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  availability  of  or  access  to 
finance,  and  to  storage  accommodation.  Some  retailers  know 
to  within  close  limits  what  they  must  take  per  foot  of  coun- 
ter to  cover  overheads  before  it  even  begins  to  be  profitable, 
and  are  prepared  to  remove  from  a  window  display  slow- 
selling  items,  replacing  them  with  others  until  the  speedy 
sellers  make  themselves  obvious.  Much  depends  on  how  far 
you  are  prepared  to  go  on  those  lines,  but  in  the  last  resort 
you  are  the  only  person  who  can  arrive  at  the  answers, 
because  they  are  individual  to  your  own  business. 
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DEVELOPMENTS  IN  WORK  STUDY 

Applications  and  methods  discussed  at  a  London  conference 


WORK  study,  said  Mr.  Robert  Carr 
(Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Minis- 
try of  Labour),  was  as  valuable  for  the 
small  organisation  as  the  large,  and 
could  be  applied  with  just  as  much 
benefit  to  clerical  and  administrative 
organisations  as  on  the  production  floor. 
Mr.  Carr  was  making  his  opening 
speech,  on  "  Work  Study  and  the  Na- 
tion's Future,"  at  a  work  study  con- 
ference held  in  London  on  February  6 
under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Insti- 
tute of  Management.  Britain,  he  said, 
still  had  an  almost  unique  accumulation 
of  industrial  skill,  technique  and  in- 
ventiveness, but  her  economy  must  be 
expanded  and  at  the  same  time  made 
more  stable. 

More  Instruction  Required 

"  An  Evaluation  of  Work  Study " 
was  given  by  Mr.  Russell  M.  Currie 
(head  of  the  central  work  study  de- 
partment, Imperial  Chemical  Industries, 
Ltd.).  Mr.  Currie  said  that  manage- 
ments and  work-study  specialists  must 
adapt  themselves  to  the  changes  in  the 
scope  and  technique  of  work  study  and 
not  cling  to  outworn  restrictive  con- 
cepts. In  one  workshop  alone  six 
months'  study  had  resulted  in  a  saving 
of  £22,000  per  annum,  and  in  his  own 
organisation  £250,000  had  been  saved 
by  one  month's  work  at  a  cost  of  £750. 
The  trades  unions  saw  in  work  study 
a  method  of  securing  fairer  treatment 
for  their  members.  Better  relations  re- 
sulted when  early  joint  consultations 
were  the  order  of  the  day.  Individuals 
mattered  more  and  earnings  were  main- 
tained with  less  overtime  and  more 
leisure.  Not  enough  first-class  instruc- 
tion in  work  study  was  available,  and 
organisations  such  as  the  National 
Union  of  Manufacturers  were  being 
overwhelmed  with  requests  from  small 
and  medium-sized  firms. 

Speaking  on  "  Work  Study  and  the 
Hospital  Service,"  Mr.  R.  P.  Mac- 
Mahon  (deputy  house  governor  and 
secretary,  Westminster  Hospital)  said 
that  work  study  seemed  to  have  no 
relevance  in  the  hospital  service,  and 
to  present  a  danger  that  professional 
relationships  would  be  sacrificed  to  im- 
personal efficiency.  The  well-being  of 
the  hospital  service  was,  however, 
directly  tied  to  the  economy  of  the 
country  and,  to  make  the  most  of  its 
resources,  the  service  should  use  the 
most  up-to-date  form  of  management. 

The  significance  of  work-study  inves- 
tigation did  not  end  with  an  increase  of 
efficiency  and  with  anticipated  financial 
saving.  The  lessons  learnt  would  save 
others  from  making  expensive  mistakes. 
Work  study  should  be  an  integral  part 
of  administration.  Though  most  admin- 
istrators were  applying  as  much  organ- 
ised common  sense  to  their  job  as  they 
were  able,  they  could  rarely  spend 
enough  time  on  one  investigation  to 
produce  a  complete  result.  They  should 
have  at  their  disposal  trained  assistants. 
Improved  methods  might  need  to  be 
reassessed  after  a  number  of  years,  and 
that  could  only  be  done  satisfactorily 
by  a  permanent  department. 

Many  argued  that  there  would  never 


be  sufficient  money  forthcoming  for 
every  hospital  authority  to  have  its  own 
team,  and  if  there  were,  the  rates  paid 
would  be  too  low  to  attract  the  right 
quality  of  candidate.  Specialists  in 
several  spheres  should  be  taught  the 
techniques  of  work  study  so  that  they 
might  return  primarily  to  their  own  de- 
partments. In  a  hospitaj,  women  should 
play  a  prominent  part  in  that  work, 
though  as  part  of  a  team  and  not  be- 
cause they  belonged  to  any  specific  pro- 
fession. 

It  was  too  early  to  say  that  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  was  in  any  way  com- 
mitted, but  a  number  of  hospital  auth- 
orities were  willing  to  spend  money  to 
establish  a  service  that,  properly  admin- 
istered, had  produced  substantial  results 
elsewhere. 

Introducing  the  speaker  at  a  session 
on  "  Work  Study  and  Retailing,"  the 
chairman  (Mr.  R.  D.  Driscoll,  deputy 
director,  College  for  the  Distributive 
Trades),  said  the  immediate  future  was 
likely  to  be  a  tough  period  for  retailing. 
A  drop  of  only  4  per  cent,  in  wholesale 
values  could  put  many  "  in  the  red." 
and  it  was  necessary  to  merchandise  a 
greater  physical  volume  of  goods  at  no 
increase  of  cost.  In  bringing  that  about 
work-study  methods  could  be  invalu- 
able. 

Useful  in  Retail 

The  speaker,  Mr.  M.  D.  H.  Ross 
(manager,  methods  study  department, 
Harrods.  Ltd.).  said  that  work  study  in 
retailing  was  now  recognised  to  be 
worth  while,  and  several  work-study 
departments  were  in  existence.  In  many 
of  the  big  multiples  and  Co-operative 
societies  someone  appeared  to  be  doing 
work  study  even  if  not  in  a  formal 
way,  but  it  was  difficult  to  get  inform- 
ation about  it.  It  was  in  the  small  shops 
that  the  greatest  economy  could  be 
made,  because  there  the  sales  per  per- 
son were  lowest.  It  was  also  there  that 
the  least  amount  of  work  study  was 
being  done,  though  it  was  both  practi- 
cal and  worth  doing.  A  film  being  made 
by  the  British  Productivity  Council,  and 
entitled  "  A  Nation  of  Shopkeepers," 
depicted  an  investigation  made  in  a 
small  ironmonger's  shop.  It  suggested 
improvements  that  could  be  put  into 
practice.  Consultants  in  department 
stores  and  multiples  were  finding  that 
there  was  a  good  deal  to  be  learnt  about 
retailing,  but  they  had  some  difficulty 
in  understanding  the  way  the  retailer 
thought. 

In  enormous  areas  of  retailing  work 
study  had  never  been  considered,  but 
retailers  were  seeing  its  effectiveness  in 
industry  and  were  also  facing  labour 
difficulties  and  increased  costs.  They 
were  influenced,  too,  by  the  findings 
of  a  productivity  team  that  had  re- 
ported on  the  position  in  America.  The 
retailer  had  little  time  to  consider  his 
general  organisation,  so  pressed  was  he 
with  day-to-day  issues  of  buying  and 
selling  and  serving  the  customer.  In  the 
past  four  years  work-study  officers  had 
shown  that  improved  productivity 
meant  increased  sales.  Costs  were  a 
secondary    consideration    because  in- 


creased sales  would  cover  them.  Savings 
in  retailing  could  be  used  to  give  better 
service  to  the  customer,  resulting  in 
greater  sales.  Work  study  had  been 
used  in  sales  supporting  services  (e.g.. 
dispatch,  receiving,  materials  handling, 
checking,  marking,  etc.);  and  in  the  shop 
itself,  where  the  time  for  dealing  with 
the  customer  could  be  increased  and 
the  work  made  less  hard  and  heavy. 

In  work-study  techniques  not  much 
use  had  been  made  of  photograph), 
but  that  had  a  great  potential  field. 
There  were  also  techniques  for  the 
study  of  the  customer.  It  was  important 
to  find  out  how,  where  and  why  she 
wanted  to  buy  the  merchandise  she 
bought.  There  were  fields  for  saving  in 
stock  maintenance  and  in  packaging. 
The  relationships  between  staff  and 
customers  needed  studying.  Labour 
turnover  costs  could  be  reduced  and 
work  study  could  help  the  retailer  to 
make  the  fullest  use  of  all  his  resources: 
staff,  space  and  capital. 

Pitfalls  for  the  Inexperienced 

When  asked  whether  it  was  possible 
for  a  person  with  no  specialist  training 
to  undertake  a  work-study  investiga- 
tion, Mr.  Ross  said  that  anyone  who  was 
prepared  to  question  and  analyse  the 
facts  and  draw  a  conclusion  and  test 
it  by  experiment  was  doing  work  study, 
but  there  were  pitfalls  for  the  inex- 
perienced, and  it  was  not  a  safe  prac- 
tice to  take  an  up-and-coming  young 
man  and  appoint  him  a  work-study 
officer  without  training.  People  were 
not  always  resistant  to  change,  but  they 
expected  it  to  come  from  the  manager 
of  the  department.  When  it  came  from 
an  unexpected  direction  it  was  resented. 
It  was  not  necessary  that  officers  should 
be  experienced  in  the  retail  trade  to  be 
able  to  apply  work-study  methods  to 
it,  but  retailers  did  have  a  different 
attitude  of  mind,  and  the  work-study 
officer  must  learn  to  understand  it. 

Mr.  Jones  (Boots  Pure  Drug  Co., 
Ltd.)  said  it  was  necessary  to  establish 
work  study  in  retailing  as  a  separate 
entity  and  retailers  should  get  together 
to  study  and  discuss  that  aspect. 

Speaking  on  "  Design  of  Plant,"  Mr. 
E.  H.  Salisbury  (chief  engineer's  de- 
partment. Billingham  Division,  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.),  said  the  fun- 
damental requirement  in  plant  design 
was  to  ensure  the  supply  of  the  product 
in  the  required  quantity  to  the  correct 
specification  and  at  minimum  cost. 
Major  factors  that  had  to  be  considered 
were  choice  of  process,  capital  cost,  and 
the  highest  productivity  it  was  possible 
to  achieve  by  the  personnel  responsible 
for  operating  and  maintaining  the  plant. 
Much  would  depend  on  good  layout  of 
that  plant.  The  application  of  work- 
study  techniques  during  the  whole  pro- 
cess of  design,  commencing  in  the  re- 
search and  pilot  plant  stages,  could 
have  a  profound  influence  in  achieving 
those  objectives.  A  process  might  be 
so  novel  that  it  might  be  wise  to  build 
a  pilot  plant  before  proceeding  with 
the  final  flowsheets. 

The  help  of  personnel  trained  in  work 
study  would   ensure  maximum  value 
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from  pilot  plant  work.  It  was  desirable 
that  all  technical  personnel  engaged  in 
design  work  should  be  familiar  with 
work-study  techniques. 

When  the  research  and  pilot  plant 
work  was  completed,  final  flowsheets 
foi  the  new  factory  were  prepared  in 
outline  and  sent  to  the  engineering  de- 
partment for  translation  into  detailed 
engineering  designs.  An  examination  of 
the  costs  of  production  and  mainten- 
ance of  similar  existing  plants  would 
often  indicate  links  on  which  critical 
study  should  be  concentrated.  A  major 
consideration  at  the  flowsheet  stage — 
and  later  during  the  final  design  stage 
— was  that  of  maintenance.  In  many 
plants  the  maintenance  labour  was 
many  times  that  employed  for  opera- 
tion. The  importance  of  considering 
problems  early  was  vital.  The  problems 
involved  would  generally  be  of  a  nature 
requiring  close  collaboration  with  plant 
work  study  officers. 

Essential  Information  for  a  Start 

In  laying-out  constituent  parts  of  a 
chemical  factory  it  was  not  essential 
to  know  accurately  the  overall  dimen- 
sions of  each  one,  but  some  estimate 
must  be  made  before  the  main  layout 
could  proceed.  Designers  would  often 
resort  to  paper  "  cut-outs,"  each  of 
which  represented  in  plan  the  area  of  a 
structure,  building,  workshop,  office, 
etc.  Other  designers  preferred  to  use 
three-dimensional  models  to  scale, 
which  could  be  placed  on  a  gridded  base 
board  and  on  which  could  be  drawn 
roads,  railways,  pipe  trenches,  under- 
ground services,  drains,  etc. 

While  the  main  factory  layout  was 
proceeding,  the  project  design  team  was 
developing  layout  in  detail.  Early  com- 
ment from  members  of  all  interested  de- 
partments was  again  vital,  and,  as  a 
means  of  achieving  that,  the  "  plant 
layout  or  preliminary "  model  built 
roughly  to  scale  was  preferred.  The 
model  should  be  made  of  components 
enabling  it  to  be  quickly  built  and 
quickly  altered. 

In  an  address  on  the  "  Planning  of 
Production,"  Mr.  G.  A.  Hucheson 
(assistant  manager,  work  study  depart- 
ment, Imperial  Chemical  Industries, 
Ltd.)  said  that  prediction  of  delivery 
promises  must  be  realistic.  There  were 
seven  basic  steps  in  planning:  (1)  What 
had  to  be  done  by  when?;  (2)  how, 
where  and  by  whom?;  (3)  how  long?; 
(4)  what  are  the  capacity  and  re- 
sources?; (5)  what  quantities  ard 
sequences?;  (6)  communicating  the  pro- 
gramme; (7)  progress  con'rol.

Ltd.)  said  that  work  study  could  get 
results  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  by  any 
other  means.  It  was  the  method  of 
looking  on  the  spot  at  how  expense  was 
incurred:  no  other  method  could 
achieve  comparable  savings.  The  fun- 
damental problem  must  be  studied,  in- 
stead of  the  narrow  angle  of  the  work- 
bench. Why,  since  work  study  was  in 
general  successful,  was  it  not  generally 
accepted? 

Among  the  reasons  given  by  organi- 
sations for  not  accepting  it  were  that 
it  was  not  applicable  to  their  particular 
industry,  or  that  the  average  worker 
did  not  like  being  watched.  The  prob- 
able underlying  reason  was  fear  of  what 
was  going  to  be  disclosed,  and  that 
applied  to  management  as  well  as  lab- 
our. There  was  also  fear  that,  as  people 
became  more  efficient,  fewer  would  be 
required.  The  manager  must  be  made 
to  realise  that  he  would  be  judged  on 
his  ability  to  make  use  of  the  new 
technique,  and  labour  must  be  per- 
suaded that  method  study  could  be  the 
means  of  bringing  them  together  to  a 
common  objective.  Work  study  could 
be  used  to  improve  labour  relations 
and  eliminate  acrimonious  argument 
between  management  and  labour.  Asked 
whether  work  study  brought  down  the 
quality  of  a  product,  Mr.  Erskine- 
Murray  said  that  quality  could  get 
worse  after  the  introduction  of  incen- 
tives, but  if  the  incentives  were  pro- 
perly put  in  the  quality  could  improve. 
Too  many  bonus  schemes  had  been 
introduced  without  the  establishment  of 
proper  standards. 

At  the  closing  session  ("  Applying 
Work  Study  ")  the  chairman  (Sir  Tho- 
mas Williamson,  C.B.E.,  J. P.,  general 
secretary  of  the  National  Union  of 
General  and  Municipal  Workers)  said 
that,  for  the  general  prosperity  and  the 
future  of  the  nation,  an  interest  should 
be  taken  in  work  study  throughout 
British  industry.  The  trades  unions  were 
going  to  much  trouble  and  expense  to 
obtain  co-operation  between  manage- 
ments and  workers. 

Management  Considerations 

On  "  Management  Considerations," 
Mr.  T.  A.  Mason  (works  director,  A. 
Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  said  that, 
for  best  results,  an  organisation  must 
work  as  a  united  team,  but  the  view- 
points of  the  different  sections  could 
not  be  identical.  The  directorates  job 
was  to  decide  to  introduce  work  study 
and  then  to  instruct  those  below  them 
what  they  must  do.  They  must  first 
have  a  clear  idea  in  their  own  minds  of 
what  work  study  could  do  and  what 
they  expected  to  do  with  it.  In  the  past 
it  had  been  rushed  into  as  a  panacea 
for  all  evils.  Work  study  was  a  system- 
atic analysis  of  human  and  machine 
operations,  and  an  organised  way  of 
dealing  with  those  operations.  It  was 
■d  batter  tool  of  management  than  had 
been  used  in  the  past,  but  it  should  not 
be  regarded  as  an  excuse  either  for 
putting  in  incentives  or  for  not  spend- 
ing capital.  It  could  produce  great  sav- 
ings when  applied  to  old  plant  and 
could  postpone  the  day  when  capital 
rvst  bo  spent,  but  often  the  result  of  a 
thor^'i^h  work-study  investigaHon 
would  point  the  need  for  spending 
capital. 


Directors  must  realise  that,  since 
work  study  was  to  improve  produc- 
tivity and  make  savings,  it  would  have 
a  profound  effect  on  the  minds  of  the 
workers.  They  should  see  that  the  in- 
tended effects  were  explained  in  detail 
to  all  ranks  in  the  organisation.  If  it 
were  done  in  any  other  way  it  would  be 
greeted  with  suspicion  and  antagonism. 
Much  groundwork  must  be  done  first  if 
the  thing  were  to  have  a  chance  of 
success. 

In  introducing  work  study  to  manage- 
ment, directors  should  consider  the 
question  of  "  loss  of  face,"  especially 
among  the  older  management.  The  con- 
scientious manager  would  feel  inade- 
quate and  lose  his  self-respect.  He  would 
feel  a  failure,  and  become  less  efficient, 
always  looking  for  ways  of  justifying 
himself. 

The  management  should  be  taken 
into  the  directorate's  confidence  and 
shown  that  no  question  of  fault-finding 
arose,  but  that  whole-hearted  co-opera- 
tion was  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
firm.  It  was  advisable  to  give  all  mem- 
bers of  the  management  an  appreciation 
course  in  work  study  to  enable  them  to 
co-operate  with  the  expert  and  after- 
wards carry  on  some  work  study  on 
their  own  account. 

For  the  hourly-paid  workers  it  was 
obvious  that,  unless  there  were  to  be 
increased  production,  there  was  bound 
to  be  a  reduction  in  numbers  employed. 
Therefore  the  introduction  of  work 
study  would  not  be  popular.  It  was  de- 
sirable to  give  shop  stewards  an  appre- 
ciation course  in  work  study  so  that 
they  knew  what  was  involved,  to  point 
out  that  work  study  was  bound  to  re- 
sult in  less  workers  per  unit  produced, 
but  to  add  that,  if  incentives  were  used, 
higher  wages  would  be  payable  to  each 
worker.  It  was  necessary  to  say  that 
no  established  worker  would  be  made 
redundant.  The  workers'  greatest  fears 
from  work  study  would  be  redundancy, 
overwork,  and.  if  incentives  were  ap- 
plied, that  values  would  be  tightened. 
An  organisation  must  keep  faith  with 
itt.  employees  in  applying  incentives  and 
not  set  impossibly  high  values.  Work 
study  schemes  should  be  discussed 
point  by  point  with  workers'  representa- 
tives. They  should  then  be  documented, 
and  the  documents  signed  by  the 
workers'  representatives. 

Trade  Union  Views 

Giving  "  Trade  Union  Views,"  Mr. 
S.  A.  Robinson  (president.  National 
Union  of  Boot  and  Shoe  Operatives) 
said  the  trades  unions  started  off  on  the 
assumption  that  problems  would  arise 
from  proposals  by  management  to 
apply  work  study.  Where  there  was  en- 
lightened management,  the  problems 
could  be  reduced,  but  if  work  study 
were  put  in  arbitrarily,  it  started  off 
in  an  atmosphere  of  suspicion  and  bred 
resentment.  In  such  an  atmosphere 
negotiations  would  be  long  and  diffi- 
cult. Agreement  was  essential  if  work 
study  were  to  be  introduced.  Trades 
unions,  through  their  officials,  should 
then  co-operate  in  its  introduction. 
Workers  were  more  likely  to  have  con- 
fidence in  their  union  officials  than  in 
the  directors,  and  union  officials  should 
be  in  a  position  to  explain  the  changes 
to  the  workers.

Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.     Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 

London,  February  12:  Business  in  Crude  Drugs  was  again  confined  to 
small  routine  transactions,  and  there  was  no  improvement  in  the  short- 
supply  position  of  many  commodities.  Cape  Aloes  appears  to  be  cleared 
at  origin  and  it  is  expected  that  two  months  must  elapse  before  the  next 
shipments  are  made,  meanwhile  spot  was  unchanged  in  price. 

A  parcel  of  Colombian  Ipecacuanha 
was  quoted  for  March-April  shipment 
but  there  were  no  offers  from  any 
other  quarter.  With  the  new  crop  a  few 
months  away,  Canada  Balsam  tended 
to  be  slightly  easier.  The  cheaper  par- 
cels of  Cinchona  bark  were  reported 
to  have  been  sold  on  the  spot  and  only 
higher  testing  material  was  being  quo- 
ted by  holders.  Among  Spices  African 
Ginger  was  easier  by  2s.  6d.  per  cwt., 
and  Jamaican  by  5s..  whilst  Turmeric 
dropped  a  further  2s.  6d.  East  Euro- 
pean Ergot  is  scarce  and  current  prices 
of  Hungarian  are  considered  to  be  too 
high  to  be  of  interest  since  Portuguese 
material  is  available  at  unchanged 
rates.  Indian  Celery  seed  was  easier 
in  both  spot  and  forward  positions. 
The  best  grades  of  Benzoin  almonds 
are  unobtainable  at  origin,  and  only 
f.a.q.,  were  being  offered  on  the  spot 
market. 

Among  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 
the  price  of  Aneurine  hydrochloride 
is  being  lowered  on  February  17,  the 
one-kilo  rate  being  reduced  by  21s. 
Following  a  reduction  in  ocean  freight 
rates  the  price  advances  for  Borax  and 
Boric  acid  becoming  effective  on  Feb- 
ruary 17  as  originally  announced  early 
in  January,  have  been  modified  by  10s. 
per  ton.  The  adjusted  schedules  are 
given  below.  Pharmaceutical  grade 
Zinc  oxide  was  marked  up  by  30s.  per 
ton  during  the  week.
